From Key to shining sea, 
maintenance free

The silver/gray Aspencade, fresh off the 
assembly line from Ohio, was delivered to 
our irreverent hands in Los Angeles on a 
Friday. We read the instruction manual, 


loaded our gear into the bags, 
pumped up the air shocks with 
the handy onboard compres- 
sor, and took off the next morn- 
ing for the Daytona races. Few other 
motorcycles can inspire such confi- 
dent beginnings. The Aspencade 
comes equipped as a unit with all the 
bits and accessories that experienced 
riders used to have to add to make 
their bikes tour worthy. The tires are 
Dunlops. These are safe tires: tube- 
less, tough, and tacky. 

About that compressor: Everybody 
knows that air doesn’t bottom, but 
springs don’t leak. To give the Aspen- 
cade rider the advantages of air sus- 
pension, without the drawback, 
Honda has fitted a small air pump 
into the dummy tank. A console of 
pushbutton valves on the tank top 


panel can increase or decrease the 
front and rear pressure independently. 
Air shocks do leak, but topping 
them up every few days is a pleasant 
enough chore for the Aspencader. 
The pump only works when the bike 
is resting safely on its centerstand, 
key in “park.” But anyone can decrease, 
or release all the air in the suspension 
at any time. We would prefer this 
control placed securely under the 
tank cover, as they do with the gas 
cap. For now, Honda is proud of the 
little air pump so they want all the 
world to see. We don’t blame them, it 
is just that the wrong guy might 
touch the buttons at the wrong time 
and let the shocks down. No prob- 
lem, if it is on the centerstand — a 
warning light alerts the riders and he 
pumps them back up. Buta sidestand 
letdown could topple the bike. 


Since we are typical, overfed Amer- 
ican tourers traveling with a month’s 
supply of personal gear, the Aspen- 
cade began the trip about 100 lbs. 
over its recommended carrying capac- 
ity. The 705 lb. motorcycle had about 
500 lbs. of tourists, fuel and baggage 
aboard. The suspension was OK at 
about 25 Ibs. front and 50 rear, but it 
rebounded a bit too much at that set- 
ting, while a softer setting induced 
bottoming (who sez air doesn’t bot- 
tom?). We hope that Honda will keep 
improving their Aspencade’s suspen- 
sion. They’ve almost got it equal to 
the best hydraulic/spring setup, but 
check that rebound damping, folks. 

The above criticism applies to the 
overall comfort of the rider and pas- 
senger, not to their safety. But com- 
fort is second only to safety in the 
priorities of luxury-touring, especial- 
ly passenger comfort. For if she is 
complaining or, worse yet, suffering 
silently, half the purpose of the trip is 
defeated. In this department Honda 
is to be commended, but again we'd 
recommend a detail improvement or 
two. The seat is light colored so it 
stays cool in the sunshine (hurrah!) 
and it adjusts fore and aft. Its double 
bucket design and foam density held 
off the “heartbreak of sore arses” for 
400-mile days. They have improved 





the passenger backrest by adding to 
it. Compared to the popular Inter- 
state Gold Wing’s backrest, it is 
hypoluxo*, to coin a word. But after 
5,000 miles the passenger thought it 
could be padded still further or moved 
forward three inches. She improvised 
this position with a bag of clothing 
and found the comfort much im- 
proved, along with gaining better 
wind protection within the fairing 
slipstream. One other complaint from 
the rear: “Please move the darn helmet 
lock where I don’t bank my heel on it.” 

By the way, those upholstered ob- 
longs beside the passenger are not 
armrests, as we guessed, but are handy 
pockets for stashing glasses, sun 
lotion, etc. 

Satisfied that the passenger is 
happy, we now cast a critical eye over 
the pilot’s position. It is tempting to 
use aircraft terms to describe the 
overall sensation of riding the Aspen- 
cade. The engine whines like a pri- 
vate jet taxiing to a hot takeoff. It is 
the most modern engine of all the 
ready-made hypoluxo touring bikes, 
the familiar, ever-lovely Gold Wing 
four-cylinder horizontally opposed 
unit. All you can see jutting out on 
either side is cylinder heads. Four 
downdraft carburetors feed the two- 
valve cylinders. It is designed to run 











sweetly on the rotgut gasoline that is 
all that’s available these days, and it 
can use unleaded or regular, what- 
ever you can get. Fuel economy is 35 
to 40 miles per gallon the way we 
ride. Once we rode 175 miles without 
filling. 

The five speed transmission is im- 
possible to shift without hearing gears 
gnashing, but it works exceptionally 
well. A wide power range and nice 
gear spacing allow you to pull com- 
fortably from 45 mph in top or run 
the needle off the face of the speed- 
ometer in third. 


Systems abound on the Aspencade. 
Over the long haul, an appreciation 
forms. This motorcycle was not deve- 
loped in a sushi bar; it devours Amer- 
ican distances. Aspencade is the first 
motorcycle to come standard radio- 
equipped. The radio system is splen- 
did, not only for entertainment, but 
to get vital weather and road infor- 
mation when you're all alone under 
the big sky. We wish they’d included 
the weather channel while the engi- 
neers were at it. The system includes 
a convenient thumb switch on the 
left handlebar that changes stations 
or mutes the radio. There is a digital 
panel in the fairing that shows the 
station number or the time of day. 
This clock never lost a minute in a 
month. 

The fairing system does its job very 
well for the driver, yet leaves the pas- 
senger out in the cold. A little more 
wind tunnel work is called for, to 
extend the airflow envelope around 
the passenger. Mirrors are strategi- 
cally placed on the fairing and give a 
clear picture of what is overtaking. 

Brakes, engine, fairing, controls, 
lights, all the systems functioned to 
give us a great sense of well-being 
that only comes from living with a 
machine like this. 

The Silver Aspencade commands 
respect from a better class of people. 
In Florida’s Little Torch Key, even 


the yachtsmen were impressed. We 
stopped there to visit the tame por- 
poises who live in the Dolphin Mar- 
ina. It is well worth a thousand mile 
side ride to be entertained by Dal and 
Sua, two dolphins who are free, but 
depend on a local lady for food. 
Between feedings the dolphins frolic 
in the channel, accompanying boats 
in and out. We won't strain your 
boiler by telling you what else they 
do; go there! It is the best free dolphin 
show in the world. 

One reason the ’cade commands 
respect is its styling: all of a piece, not 
looking like a collection of universal 
parts. Much of that all-together ap- 
pearance is credited to the finish, 
applied in Ohio, with seven coats of 
clear for protection. The Aspencade 
looks worth every one of the $6,800 
(plus tax and license) that it costs. 


On the whole, we got the impres- 
sion that Honda had thought of every- 
thing, done it all for us, and all we 
had to do was ride, ride, enjoy, enjoy. 
With a 6,000 mile interval between 
mechanical inspection, all you do is 
put gas in it. It doesn’t even consume 
a quart of oil. 

After riding the Aspencade two-up 
for over 6,000 miles without any 
maintenance whatsoever, we find this 
the best touring bike we’ ve ever tested. 
We usea 10-point rating system in 10 
categories, so the perfect motorcycle 
could ideally score 100 points. We 
give the Aspencade 98, deducting 
points for cornering clearance, loose 
lid gaskets, and not-quite-state-of- 
the-art passenger comfort. These are 
small criticisms, measured against 
the overall excellence of the machine. 

Now with 8,406 miles showing, the 
tires still have plenty of tread and the 
mechanicals are all in tune. We have 
lived out of the saddlebag liners for a 
month and loved it. Our annual trip 
to Daytona was the best one yet, for 
which the Aspencade will be fondly 
remembered. e

Race fans are avid collectors. They like to 
collect ticket stubs, programs with auto- 
graphs, any souvenir that will remind them 
of being at a certain race and anything that 


will spark a bench racing ses- 
sion. Some collect more than 
others. Brett Underwood has 
such an extensive collection of 
AMA Grand National Champion- 
ship/Winston Pro Series memorabilia, 
it would take a museum to show off 
everything properly. What’s more, 
Underwood is just getting into the 
swing of things. 

Whois Brett Underwood and where 
is he hiding all his goodies you ask? 
He is a 23-year-old apprentice machin- 
ist at Caterpillar’s Peoria, Illinois, 
plant who lives with his mother and 
brother in a quiet neighborhood in 
East Peoria. Vans, mostly with out- 
of-state tags, usually line the driveway 
-- especially during the time the TT 
National comes to town in early 
August of each year. The neighbors 
are used to that, because it's been that 
way for about 12 years during late 
May through the end of September 
when the majority of Winston Pro 
Series Nationals are running some- 


where east of California. 

Right now, the only display area 
Underwood has for his collectables is 
his bedroom and that is crammed. He 
is lucky to find the bed since the floor, 
walls, cabinets and even the ceiling is 
used. In addition, Underwood has 
three other storage locations which 
are stuffed with neatly packed car- 
tons of anything and everything. 

Actually, Underwood's bedroom 
display area looks more like a used 
leathers and helmet sales room. How- 
ever, these items were worn by some 
pretty important racers. There are the 
Number One leathers of Jay Spring- 
steen, Steve Eklund and Kenny Rob- 
erts along with their helmets. Check 
a little closer and you'll find the 
Camel Pro Series leather outfit which 
the then Miss Camel, Lynn Griffis, 
wore. How about Mike Kidd’s Army 
leathers or a well used pair of Freddie 
Spencer’s Honda leathers. The hel- 
mets run the gamut from Gary Scott's 
1975 Number One model to one of 
David Aldana’s “Big A” models. 








: The collector 


That’s just scratching the surface. 
The bottom line—and still growing— 
is that Underwood has amassed over 
25 racer’s helmets and an equal num- 
ber of leathers. He also has over 1,000 
T-Shirts from Nationals and shops 
throughout the U.S. which are all 
new, over 100 number plates, and 
enough stickies, programs, pictures, 
hats and incidentals to make the most 
avid race fan shudder with excitement. 

Why? Underwood has a dream that 
someday the collection will have a 
place where it can be displayed prop- 
erly for everyone to see. That’s it. The 
collection is the labor of love of some- 
one who didn’t start out to collect 
anything and wound up collecting 
everything. 

“T didn’t really set out to collect 
anything more than the normal race 
fan,” said Underwood. “My father 
owned a motorcycle shop -- Under- 
wood Motorcycles -- in Peoria and a 
lot of riders used to hang around it 
and stay at our house. I came up with 
a lot of odds and ends like number 
plates and such. I guess I got hooked. 
That was 1972 and I was 13.” 

Underwood then turned his energy 
to racing. Along the way injuries 
made him think again about his 
choice of careers. If he couldn't race, 
he reasoned, he certainly could stay 
as close to the sport as possible by 
lending a helping hand at the races. 
Underwood counts 1975 Peoria TT 


National winner Sonny Burres, 1978 
Peoria TT National winner Chuck 
Joyner and 1979 Winston Pro Series 
Champion Steve Eklund as among 
those he has worked with. 

In fact, Eklund will base his racing 
program, while in the eastern part. of 
the U.S., at Underwood’s home, In 
addition, Underwood has been active 
in helping Eklund obtain sponsorship. 

Underwood enjoys talking about 
his collection. “T'd have to say that 
the most prized items I have are the 
Number One leathers of Springsteen, 
Eklund and Roberts. The thing I’m 
really after is a set of Roberts’ 500cc 
road racing World Championship 
leathers. He’s promised them to me, 
but I haven’t seen them yet. 

“I would hope someday to have my 
own building/museum where racers, 
fans and anyone interested could come 
and wander through it. Hopefully, 
when that day rolls around the collec- 
tion will be bigger and better. I’d like 
to expand it to include some machin- 
ery and things from other facets of the 
sport. I’ve talked to MXers, to drag 
racer Russ Collins and others and 
there's a definite interest. Of course, 
without the riders and everyone else 
who has donated things I wouldn’t 
be able to have this dream.” 

And what does Underwood think 
his collection is worth? “In my mind,” 
he says after a long pause, “you can’t 
put a price on it.” s 











Britannia ruled the annual Anglo-

Carl Cranke was the overall winner 
of a hare scrambles held near Reno, 
NV. He did it riding a 125 Penton. 


Mike Cone won three classes at an 
SMRA road race at San Angelo, TX. 
Cone won Open Production as well 
as 250cc and Open GP. 


The world’s most: famous Novice, 
Wallis Weatherwax, finished second 
overall behind Ramon Lowe in an 
all-Novice/Beginner hare scrambles 
held at Adelanto, CA. 


The Salinas Ramblers M.C. and Dick 
Mann were named by the AMA as 
1971 Club of the Year and Top Male 
Rider, respectively, in ceremonies 
during Daytona Cycle Week. 


Better known as a speedway rider, 
“Lightning Larry” Shaw made his 
presence felt at Trojan Speedway by 
winning the 50-lap TT main event 
there over Dan Corbett. 


An 18-year-old rider with an IQ of 
186 smoked the 500cc Junior class at 
an ACA motocross at Carlsbad Race- 
way.

Vromans leads Suzuki to victory

VORSELAAR, BELGIUM, MAR. 21 


Andre Vromans, the newest addition to 
Team Suzuki, ran away with both motos to 
take individual honors and lead his Suzuki 
team to victory in the 6th Annual Trophy des 


Marques, for 500cc machines. 
Vromans, a resident of nearby 
Antwerp and Yamaha teamster 
last year, was unstoppable on 
the half-mud, half-sand track in the 
north of Belgium. Yamaha’s Jo 
Martens took creditable seconds in 
both motos, but was never a serious 
challenge. Third overall went to Eddie 
Sterckx on a Maico. 

Vromans was supported by team- 
mates Eric Geboers, Harry Everts and 
Georges Jobe in taking the team win. 
The second place Yamaha-mounted 
team was led by Martens, with Danny 
LaPorte, Raymond Heerens and Marc 
Velkeneers also on board. Team Mai- 
co’s Sterckx, hometown favorite Yvan 
Van den Broeck, Hans Maisch and 
Benny Wilken finished third. 

Americans Marty Moates and Mike 
Guerra also entered, but both ran 
into problems and neither showed up 
in the top ten. Moates, on the Moto- 
cross Marketing CR480 Honda, was 


teamed with World Champion Andre 
Malherbe, Gaston Rahier and Guy 
Van Gijsegem on the Honda team. 
He ran into visibility problems in the 
first moto after losing his visor and 
goggles on the sloppy, heavily-rutted 
track. 

Guerra was on Team Husqvarna 
with Pierre Lassaut, Jean-Marie Milis- 


‘sen and Finland’s Simo Taimi. He 


was in a first turn pile-up in the first 
moto and couldn't recover. He 
dropped out of the second moto. 
First Moto 

Ten teams representing seven 
brands lined up for the start of the 
first moto according to their qualify- 
ing times. When the 40 riders hit the 
first turn Yamaha's Velkeneers was 
leading Suzuki teammates Everts, Mar- 
tens, Geboers and Vromans, and 
World Champion Malherbe. Guerra 
got tangled up in the corner and was 
away last while LaPorte started about 
15th. Moates was close behind 
LaPorte. Velkeneers relinquished his 


lead to Vromans on the first lap, then 
cartwheeled on the second lap after 
re-starting. Suzuki’s chances were hurt 
when former 250cc World Champion 
Jobe went down in the first turn. 

“It was impossible to start the 
motor,” he said, but eventually worked 
his way up to 13th at the moto’s end 
behind Van den Broeck. 

Guerra was up to about 22nd place, 
but was down on power to the field. 
‘Tm riding my 250,” he said. “My 
430 won't be ready for a few weeks so I 
had to ride this.”’ 

By the halfway point Vromans had 
stretched his lead on Martens, who 
had his hands full with Geboers. 
Behind them came Everts, Sterckx 
and Malherbe. 

“I think I crashed twice in the first 
moto,” said Malherbe. “If I didn’t 
crash I could maybe have finished 
third.” After his first crash he was in 
ninth place, but finished fifth. 

LaPorte was in 12th, witha handful 
of problems. “The clutch began 
slipping and finally stopped. You 
had to hold the throttle wide open 
and zig zag through the riders and 
mud,” the 250cc Yamaha factory rider 
explained. “My side panels started to 
come off and I had to stop and break 
them off.” LaPorte DNF the first 
moto. 

Moates stopped at about halfway 
to get a new pair of goggles, since he 
was getting sprayed constantly by 


roostertails from the bikes in front of 
him. 

“Roger DeCoster got me this ride 
for the Internationals,” he said. “For 
the 500cc GP’s I'll be on a Honda 
with White Power and Motocross Mar- 
keting sponsoring me. This is the 
first 40 minute moto of the year, so 
you can see who’s really in shape for 
at.” 

At the end it was Vromans, Martens 
and Geboers with Everts fourth. Three 
of the top four were Suzuki mounted 
and a victory looked like a cinch. Of 
the six years that this race has been 
run, Suzuki has won it three times, 
including last year. 

Second Moto 

Vromans and Martens took com- 
mand of the second moto right from 
the start with LaPorte, Everts, Kees 
Van der Ven of KTM, and Velkeneers 
following. Attrition soon began to 
take its toll with Everts going out on 
the second lap. Malherbe also dropped 
out on the fourth lap while a minute 
behind Vromans. 

“The track was much worse in the 
second moto, Everything went worse 
for me. I had a problem with a sus- 
pension bolt and my wrist hurt a lit- 
tle bit. I got a bad start too, maybe 
15th,” said Malherbe. He also killed 
rumors that Honda would have a 
twin-cylinder works bike. 

“This is the bike that I will ride in 
the GP’s. The FIM has a rule that all 
motors must be one cylinder. Honda 
developed a 125ce twin a few years 
ago and just when it was finished the 
FIM passed the rule.” 

Also out was Jobe after a spill 
while running eighth. 

“A leap over the handlebars and I 
stopped cold,” said Jobe. 

Others who didn’t finish the second 
moto were Van den Broeck, Guerra 
and Andre Massant of the Suzuki “‘2” 
team. 

The team race was tightening up 
with Martens and Velkeneers pressur- 
ing Vromans and Geboers in second. 
LaPorte was in the top ten along 
with teammate Raymond Heeren. 

“I was second in the first corner,” 
LaPorte said, “but the ruts and grooves 
got even deeper in the second moto. 
You couldn’t see very well either. 
First you’d go through your tear-offs, 
then you’d have to just wipe your 
goggles with everybody roosting you. 
At least I put in one good moto 
finish.” 

Thing looked good for Suzuki until 
two laps from the end when Geboers’ 
bike lost its chain robbing him of a 
sure second. He put it back on and 
finished eighth. 

Martens and Velkeneers were both 
looking at second and a Yamaha 
team victory until a few hundred 
yards from the finish when Velkeneers 
ran out of gas. Even with the larger 
tanks on, the sand and mud still 
robbed the bikes of gas and power. 
Victory went to Vromans and Suzuki 
with Martens, Van der Ven, Sterckx 
and Heeren rounding out the top 
five. LaPorte finished seventh. 

For Vromans it was more of the 
same. In the last 19 motos he’s entered, 
he’s won 17 of them and looks un- 
stoppable when the World Champion- 
ships start in April in France. e

Visiting the MBA 
road racer factory 


San Angelo in Vado, a sleepy little town 
high up in the Appenine hills 50 miles from 
the Italian Adriatic coast, seems an unlikely 
location for the largest manufacturer of road 


racing motorcycles in the world 
outside of Japan to be based. 
But that’s exactly where 90% of 
the field in any 125cc World 


Road Racing Championship event 
have come from, for San Angelo is 
the home of Morbidelli Benelli Armi 
— the makers of the MBA. 

Most racing enthusiasts have long 
ago given up trying to work out the 
exact difference — if any! — between 
an MBA anda Morbidelli. Explained 
to me by the genial boss of the MBA 
bike division, Dr. Francesco Ponsele, 
it seemed only slightly less compli- 
cated than the family tree of the Bor- 
gia family. “When Gianclaudio Mor- 
bidelli won his first 125cc World 
Championship in 1975 with the bike 
that Jorg Moller designed for him, he 
had many requests to build replicas 
for private owners. Remember then 
that there were no current 125cc pro- 
duction racers being made — the 
fields consisted mostly of elderly 
Yamahas plus a lot of ‘artisanal’ 
machines like the Bender, AGV Con- 
dor, Bultaco (the former Piovaticci) 
and so forth. 

“But the trouble was that Morbi- 
delli is just a racing enthusiast witha 
large woodworking machinery busi- 
ness, and no desire or facilities to 
make motorcycles except in limited 
quantities for his own team. That's 
where we came in.” 

As the name suggests, MBA have a 
family connection with the old Benelli 
marque, on one of whose machines 
Kel Carruthers — now Kenny Roberts’ 
team manager — won the 250cc world 
title in 1969. Shortly after, Benelli got 
into financial difficulties, and were 
purchased by Alessandro de Tomaso, 
the flamboyant Argentine-Italian ex- 
racing driver whose empire also in- 


cludes Moto Guzzi, Maserati and In- 
nocenti. But the Benelli family hung 
on toa branch of the business, called 
Benelli Armi, which in addition to 
making a range of rifles and small 
automatic pistols, also manufacture 
all the frames for Guzzi, Benelli and 
Maico bikes; it’s an Italian version of 
BSA! 

When Morbidelli decided to yield 
to the pressure to build replicas of 
Pileri’s '75 title-winning bike, he 
arranged a deal with Benelli Armi to 
make them for him; that’s how Mor- 
bidelli Benelli Armi came into being. 
The move to San Angelo came later, 
when the success of the bikes became 
such that more space was needed. Its 
a development area, so a healthy 
government grant was obtained — 
with one interesting proviso: the 
company has to make street bikes as 
well, which is why you can also buy 
an MBA for the road. Only thing is 
—it’s a 50cc Sachs-powered moped 
rather than a cafe version of the race 
bike! 

The new company retained the 
world title in 1976 with Pier Paolo 
Bianchi, who won again in '77 but 
this time riding for Morbidelli alone, 
as the latter had now relinquished his 
interest in the company, now known 
as MBA. In this guise they won the 
world crown again in '78, when 
Eugenio Lazzarini defeated the mighty 
Minarellis, a team now guided by the 
MBA’ s original designer, Jorg Moller. 
Since then the title has see-sawed, 
with Nieto and Minarelli winning in 
1979 and 1981, and Bianchi and MBA 
victorious in 1980. Meantime the San 
Angelo factory has been steadily pro- 
ducing this year’s version of last 
year’s works bike, incorporating the 
latest improvements to the original 
Moller design of 1975 which has

_spawned so. many. imitators. There 


are now MBAs in almost every racing 
country in the world — including 
one in Japan! Half of the 450 or so 
customer bikes made since 1976 have 
been exported, with many to France 
especially and the other European 
countries, a half dozen to Britain, two 
to Australia and a handful to the 
USA. It’s certainly the most success- 
ful European production racer of the 
two-stroke era. 

In 1980 MBA expanded their hori- 
zons with the first machine to have 
been completely designed in-house 
— the 250cc, penned by Giancarlo 
Cecchini, now with Sanvenero. Emi- 
lio Sanvenero was MBA’s sponsor in 
Bianchi’s championship year of 1980, 
but decided he wanted to build his 
own bikes, thus forming his own 
team to do so. 

The new 250cc convincingly won 
the Italian Championship with works 
rider Gianpaulo Marchetti, and a 
short run of 20 customer replicas 
were produced for 1981. These have, 
however, proved a great disappoint- 
ment to all the unfortunate purchas- 
ers, some — such as South African 
Alan North — becoming so disillu- 
sioned with the bikes that they stopped 
even trying to use them after mid- 
season. The trouble appears to have 
been insufficient development for 
privateer use, but this situation should 
be rectified for 1982, for none other 
than the “wizard of the two-stroke,” 
Jorg Moller, will be rejoining the 
team in 1982. Development of the 
250cc will be his first priority; a new 
generation 125ccisalso on the horizon 
for 1983. 

But for the meantime the current 
125cc has the measure of most of the 
rest of the competition, “Except for 
that superman Nieto and his Mina- 
relli,” grinned Dr. Ponsele as he 
showed me around the superbly 
equipped and spacious factory at San 
Angelo with his deputy, sales direc- 
tor Sergio Boiani — how many other 
racing bike manufacturers have or 
need a sales executive? From an orig- 
inal 35-37 bhp in 1976, the customer 
bikes now produce 42-43 bhpat 14,200 
rpm, with power from 10,500 making 
the bike relatively easy to ride com- 
pared to the ultra-narrow powerband 
tiddlers of even a very few years ago. 
How much better are the works bikes, 
I asked Sergio? “Only a little — they 
produce 44 bhp, but some of our cus- 
tomers have made the same modifica- 
tions and have actually beaten the 
factory bike on occasion,” was the 
answer. “We really wish there was 
another 125cc twin on the market, 
because then people could see what a 
real bargain an MBA is: we honestly 
do give our customers a bike that is in 
every way the nearest to our own 
works machine that it’s possible to 
make it — and at a good price too 
(currently 8,799,000 lire for export — 
about $7000). If Sanvenero really does 
carry out his promise to produce 
replicas of his machine, I doubt very 
much if they will be as well-priced or 
as competitive.” 

The MBA 125 has achieved an 
excellent reputation for reliability, 
and the ability to be used almost 
straight out of the crate. “Indeed,” 
said Sergio, “we're very proud of that 
— all our engines are tested on the 
brake before they’re installed in the 
frame, and if they don’t reach 42 bhp 
we rebuild them till they do. The 
other thing is that they simply don’t 
wear out; many of our customers 
have been racing the same bike suc- 
cessfully now for three years or more, 
just updating it annually with the 
modified parts we can supply them 
with. The bike that Orsini won one 
of the European Championship 
rounds with is one of those — though 
actually his is four years old! To be 
truthful, that’s one reason our spares 


cost rather a lot — we have to have 
them sitting on the shelf (MBA claim 
to supply any spare for either model 
by return) and since the bikes are 
almost too good and are so long- 
lasting, we have to charge accord- 
ingly. That's one reason we decided 
to make the 250cc — we've achieved 
just about saturation of the Euro- 
pean 125 market, anyway, and unlike 
say a TZ250 Yamaha, our customers 
don’t have to buy a new bike each 
year.” Conversation with various 
European MBA owners appears to 
confirm this claim. 

The 125 MBA is a now-conven- 
tional water-cooled parallel-twin 
two-stroke, with 28mm Mikuni carbs 
feeding 44 x 41mm cylinders through 
a pair of steel disc valves. Timing is 
80°/210° on 125 and 250cc engines 
alike, with Nikasil coated cylinders 
and pistons both made by Mahle in 
Germany. On the 250 the pistons 
have a 4 cm. thick graphite coating. 
One plain ring is fitted to each. There 
are six transfer and one exhaust port, 
with the cylinders included forward 
at 45°. 

The pressed-up crank runs in four 
ball bearings, with needle roller big 
and little ends.The whole assembly is 
made by Hoeckle. Crank life is excep- 
tional for a highly-stressed 125ccrun- 
ning at 14,000 rpm: 1250 miles (2000 
km.). The cases are horizontally split, 
and bear a prancing horse emblem 
cast into the underside — they’re 
made for MBA by Ferrari in their new 
foundry at Maranello, and the fa- 
mous car maker has also proved most 
helpful with advice, especially on the 
metallurgical front. In return, MBA 
were able to repay the favor when 
Ferrari designed and built an abor- 
tive two-stroke GP car a couple of 
years ago. 

The six-speed gearbox sits directly 
behind the crank, and is made by 
CMA in Bologna, feeding through a 
six-spring clutch with six friction 
and five steel plates. Unfortunately, 
you have to split the cases on the 
125cc to change the internal ratios, 
whereas the more recent 250cc has its 
crankcase cast in three pieces to per- 
mit internal gears to be changed 
without even removing the engine 
from the frame. Customers can spec- 
ify either right or left shift lever — 
surprisingly, perhaps, the ratio’ ‘is 
about 50/50 — so much for Japanese 
standardization! There is a choice‘of 
three different ratios for each gear. 
Ignition is by twin battery-powered 
Krober units mounted behind the 
revcounter from the same manufac- 
turer. The mechanical water-pump 
is driven off the primary side of the 
geabox. The entire engine package, 
with gearbox oil but no water, weighs 
62 Ibs. 

The 250cc engine has a similar 
specification except as detailed above, 
but has 55 x 52mm cylinders for a 
capacity of 247cc.Output is 62 bhp at 
11,800 rpm, with power from 6,000 
rpm supposedly, though speaking to 
a couple of the owners the true power- 
band is nowhere near that wide. 
Mikuni 34mm carbs are fitted, and 
the engine unit weighs only four 
pounds more than the 125 at 66 
pounds thanks to the extensive use of 
magnesium — only the main crank- 
case casting is in alloy. : 

Hidden behind a mocked-up fair- 
ing during my ‘visit was a 125cc 
engine with reversed cylinders and 
rear-facing exhaust ports. Apparently 
revving to 15,500 rpm, this prototype 

roduces much better torque as well, 
but the company have since decided 
not to persevere with it for the time 
being as the power tails off at peak 
revs. Doubtless one of Jorg Moller’s 
first priorities will be to take a closer 
look at this design, since as he told 
me on my visit to Ad Maiora, he’s a 
believer in rear-facing exhausts. 
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? "The overall design ‘of the cycle 
parts for both the 125 and 250cc is 


, similar, the latter being just a larger- 


scale version. Monoshock rear sus- 
pension took longer to infiltrate the 
125cc class than the bigger capacities, 
as the weight penalty of the system 
compared to conventional twin rear 
units wasn’t deemed worthwhile. 
Now, however, MBA has circum- 
vented this problem by having the 
cantilever swingarm made by a local 
craftsman in Pesaro from a secret 
ultra-lightweight aircraft alloy, which 
combined with the DeCarbon unit, 
weighs the same as the old setup. 
This modification appeared first in 
1980 on the works bike, representing 
the first real change to the original Moller 
cycle parts of 1975, and has now been 


, incorporated in the 1981 replicas. 


Adjustable 32mm Marzocchi forks 
(35mm on the 250), Campagnolo 
wheels, Brembo calipers and Zanzani 
discs complete the frame specifica- 
tion. It should be noted that it’s only 
due to pressure from their customers 
that MBA fit the twin front discs: they 
don’t believe this extra weight is 
really necessary, and can offer an 
expensive but weight-reducing mod 
in the form of a single large-diameter 
alloy-plasma sprayed plastic disc 
which weighs only a pound — fully- 
floating, too, like the twin Zanzanis. 
Mind you, with the little machine 
capable of 130 mph and weighing 


185 lbs. with a litre of 25:1 mixture, I 


think I'd like the reassurance of those 
twin discs! The 250'does around 145 
mph and weighs 240: Ibs. all up. 

MBA’s enthusiastic approach to 
commercial racing bike manufacturer 
is contagious — and from the look of 
the San Angelo factory with its twin 
engine brakes, race engine produc- 
tion line (each engine is built by the 
same man throughout, however, just 
like at Aston Martin), ‘substantial 
spares stock and sound financial 
footing, there’ll be MBAs aplenty on 
the grids of the world’s tracks for 
some years to come. Any plans for 
further expansion, I asked Sergio 
Boiani? “Well, we're aware that unless 
the 125cc class takes off in a market 
like the USA which can absorb a lot 
more bikes then we can only go into 
another class,” answered Sergio. “We 
were very disappointed that the FIM 
abandoned the 350cc class because it 
gave smaller manufacturers like us 
and Armstrong another area for com- 
petition. But the Japanese manufac- 
turers didn’t want it to continue, and 
it seems that whatever they want they 
get, even though they really only 
reign supreme in the 500cc class. 
We'd like to have built a 500cc, but it 
could bankrupt us very easily trying 
to match Yamaha and Suzuki. Per- 
haps if the 500 Morbidelli had been 
more successful...” An expressive 
Italian shrug of the shoulders ended 
that particular train of thought! 

For 1982 MBA will have two new 
riders, Bianchi having split from them 
after his unsuccessful '81 campaign. 
“Moller would like to bring Roland 
Freymond with him from Ad Mai- 
ora,” said Sergio, “because he feels 
he’s an excellent development rider 
as well as. capable of winning the title 
— he was after all second to Mang in 
*81.”’ He also has good sponsorship 
from Elf Switzerland! “If he comes 
he’ll ride the 250cc, and on the 125 it 
could be Hugo Vignetti from Argen- 
tina, who was our most successful 
private owner in 1981, or perhaps 
Jacques Bolle from France, who used 
to have the Motobecane: he’s proba- 
bly our first choice, except he insists 
that we also provide his brother 
Pierre with a bike, and that we aren't 
prepared to do. Either way, we'll just 
be running one rider in each class for 
1982; and try to give our customers as 
much supportas possible, as we have 
done in the past.” e

Beauty & beast 


in coachwork 
orange

Leaning across the entire front seat of his 
car, a young man yelled into the freeway 
travel-induced wind rush: “Who makes that?” 
Those kind of questions and glances followed 


our Jota test bike everywhere it 
went. It drew respectful admi- 
ration at the Rock Store and 
waves from European sport bike 
pilots of all genre. A few onlookers 
expressed loud opinions that they 
wouldn't be caught dead on “‘Japa- 
nese iron”’ while there were still bikes 
like the Jota around. 

In the midst of all this speculation 
and worship from afar, where does 
the Laverda fit into the mainstream 
of motorcycling? Quite frankly, it 
doesn’t, and that may not be all that 
bad, for Laverda or for enthusiasts. 

Despite all its bright orange coach- 
work, the true standout among the 
Laverda’s features is the massive 
three-cylinder engine that dominates 
a large portion of an even larger 
motorcycle. One could say that the 
Jota looks like a motor with wheels. 


When you fire one up for the first 
time, that seems a bit more than mere 
illustion. The Jota produces what is 
most kindly described as a healthy 
rumble, some would say noise. 


Atidle, the motor, when thoroughly 
warm, settles into a lumpy idle remi- 
niscent of an over-cammed, big-block 
Detroit motor. About that time, you 
step off, turn the motor off and take a 
minute to see what slows this thing 
down before you take off. 


Under the orange 

The Laverda does not sneak out of 
Italy in the nude. The racy half- 
fairing is the first thing that most 
would notice, since it is so unusual in 
this age of psuedo-chopper bikes. 
Protruding from the fairing edges are 
fully adjustable low bars that mount 
in a rather contemporary handlebar 


clamp. With a few minutes and an 
allen wrench, the rider can have the 
bars adjusted to a myriad of shapes 
including American Superbike style. 
Putting the bars in some of the posi-

» tions would, however, cause ‘interfer- 


ence with the fairing. The ends of the 
bars are surrounded by simple con- 
trols, except the lighting switches 
which have a few more settings than 
seem necessary. After years of horror 
stories about Italian electrics, our test 
bike was quite a surprise. After four 
magazine tests and a four-hour endur- 
ance race, all of which piled up 9,000 
miles, the electrics on the Jota per- 
formed very well. That's good news _ 
for Jota owners since a button on the ` 
right side of the bars replaces the ` 
kickstarter. Below the bars is a mas- 
sive — for a street bike — front fork 
assembly. 

Each fork leg carries a Brembo 
caliper which induces friction onto a 
cast iron disc to scrub off accumu- 
lated acceleration. A sturdy looking 
aluminum wheel is shod with 4.10 x 
18 Pirelli while the rear shares the 
same circumference but has a 4.25 
Pirelli. 

A similar brake adorns the rear, 
and the swingarm is supported by 
Marzocchi gas pressurized shocks; the 
front suspension is from the same 
manufacturer. 


Between the wheels is a massively- 
finned three-cylinder, dual overhead 
cam, five-speed engine. The trans- 
verse three displaces an actual 981cc, 
roughly 60 cubic inches for the un- 
metric types. Power leaves the crank 
via a primary chain and passes to the 
chain through a wet, multi-plate 
clutch. The clutch is noteworthy in 
two ways: First, no weaklings pull it 
in many times ina row, and second, it 
is actuated hydraulically, a bit of an 
oddity on a bike. 

All three cylinders breathe through 
32mm Dell’Orto carburetors and ex- 
hale through a lightly baffled, 
chromed three-into-one-into-two ex- 
haust that tucks in brilliantly.Ground | 
clearance is definitely not a problem 
on the Jota. An oil cooler rides on the 
front downtubes. 

About all that is left is the fuel 
tank, which holds a claimed five gal- 
lons before it goes on reserve. We 
didn’t get a chance to check that fig- 
ure, but if true, the Jota is not a miser 
on gas because it went on reserve 
around 120 miles after a fill-up. 

The ‘seat is thinly padded, and 
while not comfortable, it’s not really 
uncomfortable either, mostly because 
the rider’s arms are supporting his 
body. The seat looks like a solo 
model but will carry a passenger. 
Carry friends for short, necessary 
jaunts and less friendly sorts as long 
as you wish. The seat does hide an 
adequate tool kit, and a handy open- 
ing in the tail section that holds a 
pair of gloves or two. 

Under the heading of creature com- 
forts is a short list. The foam grips

-would possibly be on! it; but: those ' 
were not stock. The seating position 
is racing crouch but not the wadded 
up position of a road racer, however. 
Expansive is a fair description of 
some of the ergonomic relationships. 
Peg-to-seat distance is normal, but 
the reach to the bars is longish, and 
larger than average-sized hands are 
needed to feel at home with the con- 
trols. Seat height is comparable to a 
late model motocross bike. Our tal- 
lest tester at 6’1” could not touch the 
ground flat-footed.

What’s it like to ride? Different, if 
you were weaned on Japanese bikes. 
The Laverda represents the cutting 
edge of the street racer ideal. Raw 
power is expressed and implied. While 
the Laverda may only be as fast as 
other superbikes around, it simply 
feels and sounds awesome. It’s loud, 
more so to the rider than to the 
observer, oddly enough. It vibrates at 
low rpm and is literally shaking at 
anywhere close to redline. 

Power delivery at low rpm is solid 
but not truly impressive, but let the 
tach needle climb and the sensations 
tend to overrun the powers of des- 
cription. At 100 mph the Jota is still 
pulling hard. In the quarter mile, the 

`` Jota would probably give a very good 
account of itself, even though the 
very deliberate shifting the rearset 
actuated transmission requires would 
cost it a few seconds. 


Steering is heavy but precise at low 
speeds and good at all speeds we 
ranged through. You don’t force the 
Jota to do your will but work with it. 
Hanging off the seat is unnecessary. 
With its tremendous ground clear- 
ance, a rider just works at being 
smooth and leaning it over. At high 
speeds the Laverda is rock steady and 
doesn’t pull any tricks on the rider. 

A lot of energy is required to ride 
the bike fast, and two testers reported 
that their arms cramped after hard 
canyon sessions. They attributed this 
to the stretch required by the lever 
positioning, vibration, heavy steer- 
ing and the load on the wrists. The 
great effort that the controls requires 
was also a problem. Both the clutch 
and the brakes worked well, but they 
‘required a great deal of lever pres- 
sure. The brakes did lose some effec- 
tiveness in a downpour. The fairing 
did nothing to protect the rider’s 
head, yet took away any supportive 
wind bast from the body. That cut 
down on buffeting in the body area 
but put a burden on the forearms. 

So far, we have talked only about 
the Jota in its element, which is any- 
place with corners. Unfortunately, 
straight roads are required to reach 
the canyons. The Jota is not civil on 
the freeways, nor is it comfortable. 
One tester who has road race expe- 
rience and rides with low bars was 
only mildly annoyed on the freeway, 
but our tall tester was miserable. 

All testers thought the bike was fun 
at medium fast speeds in curvy coun- 
try, particularly if the pavement was 
good. At high speed, it became work. 
One tester was riding through 
Topanga Canyon at a comfortable 
speed and saw a BMW ahead. He 
commented, “I saw the Beemer and 
thought, ‘Wow, that guy’s really 
leaned over,’ as I passed him in a 
corner.” 

Laverda’s Jota provides a unique 
feeling. The man who rides one would 
probably drive a. 454 c.i. Corvette. 
Other cars are faster, quieter, more 
comfortable and more economical, 
but none feel as fast or make you feel 
as fast. If you drive a psuedo sports 
car, this bike is not for you. If you are 
nota very competent rider, it’s not for 
you. If you like the feeling of raw 
performance without the gilding, then 
the Jota is a motorcycle for you. ©

Finishing 
second was Team Honda’s Marco 
Lucchinelli. The defending 500cc 


World Champion lost the race in 
the pits as his works Honda re- 
quired a battery change during 
each leg’s pit stop. Lucchinelli fin- 
ished third in the first leg behind 
Crosby and Franco Uncini (Suz) 
and second in the second leg to 
take overall runner-up honors. 
Crosby's teammate Graziano Rossi 
took third overall with a 6-3 per- 
formance. Jimmy Adamo (Duc) 
led a disappointing showing by 
American riders with a 15-13 
score, good for 13th overall. Gina 


Bovaird (Yam) turned in a 24-20 
finishes for 18th overall. Both Dale 
Singleton (Yam) and Richard 
Schlachter (Yam) were sidelined 
with mechanical problems. 


Team Honda’s Roberto Pietri won a 
100-mile Superbike race at Imola the 
day before the Imola 200. American 
Thad Wolff (Suz) finished third. Rich 
Chambers took 13th despite ignition 
problems, and Rusty Sharp finished 
17th. Adamo crashed on the first lap. 


Terry Cunningham (Hus) edged Ed 
Lojak (Hus) for best individual score 
and the 250cc Intent class win at 
the April 4 Perry Mountain (Ala- 
bama) One-Day Qualifier. Cun- 
ningham picked up six points 
(seconds) on Lojak in the final MX 
test to post a score of 1,256 to 
Lojak’s 1,259. Mike Melton (Hus) 
and John Martin (C-A) continued 
their winning ways, taking the 125 
and 175cc Intent class victories, 
respectively. The Open Intent class 
win went to Kevin LaVoie (KTM). 


Former 350cc and F750 World Road 
Racing Champion Johnny Cecotto’s 
name showed up on late entry lists for 
the Long Beach Grand Prix Formula 
One auto race. Cecotto was slated to 
drive the second car on the team run 
by former World Driving Champion 
(and motorcyclist) Emerson Fittipaldi. 
However, during practice and quali- 
fying neither Cecotto or the second 
Fittipaldi entry were seen. Cecotto 
had scored a few top five finishes in 
Formula Two competition last year. 


Following his early-season success 
on the Winston Pro circuit, Steve 
Wise had been scheduled to try 
out the Honda NS750 for a possi- 
ble foray into mile and half mile 
competition. We asked Wise about 
what was happening in that area, 
and he replied, “I didn’t do the 
test, it was rained out. As of right 
now, I'm not scheduled to do any 
NS tests. I'm going to concentrate 
on the Superbike races and the 
TTs.”’ 


Jay Springsteen was a no-show at the 
Ascot TT National. “He just got sick 
again,” said Harley-Davidson Rac- 
ing Manager Dick O’Brien. “It hap- 
pened about 4 o'clock this morning 
and it’s the same old thing. He went 
over to the hospital and got a shot 
and he’s feeling better now.” 


Broc Glover's win in the 250cc 
MX National at Saddleback came 
three weeks after installing Sim- 
ons upside down forks on his works 
bike. Simons has been working 
closely wtih Glover since he 
switched and reported, ‘‘Dialing 
them in for hard (packed) tracks is 
the hardest.” Glover has no im- 
mediate plans to switch back to a 
works fork assembly. 


The Professor of .Motocross, Gary 
Bailey, left Saddleback quite pleased 
since both of “his” riders went 1-2 in 
the 250s. The Professor has been 
working with Glover “since Daytona. 
I started working with (Rick) John- 
son a couple days ago.” What is Bai- 
ley’s role? “I don’t tell them about the 
physical training part; I'm strictly 
coaching them on riding techniques,” 
he said. 


Glover’s bike was one of the few 
that didn’t meet earth during a day 
full of racing at Saddleback. As 
Jon Rosenstiel packed things up 
to go home afterwards, though, it 
fell off its work box amidst cheers 
and jeers of Glover's family and 
friends.

t is early morning in Red Rock Country. 
The sun is lighting up the rock formations 
so they seem to shimmer with a red aura. The 
deep blue sky only serves to accentuate the 


brilliance of the contrasting 
colors. The road in either direc- 
tion disappears into the horizon 
and the countryside is rolling, 
covered with scattered greenery. The 
only touch of civilization as one looks 
north and south, east and west, are 
telephone/electricity wires and poles. 
The place is Rim Rock Motel in 
Torrey, Utah near Capitol Reef 
National Park. We are nine days into 
a two week trek from Denver to 
Tucson on Volker Beer's Western 
Adventures motorcycle tour. 

Day in and day out our senses are 
assaulted by the vastness of the land 
and the contrasts of terrain, climate, 
flora, fauna and culture. Verbal or 
written descriptions do not do the 
grandeur justice and even color photos 
fail to capture the real feeling of being 
(nearly) alone with nature. There are 
mountains, canyons, mesas, desert 


and rolling arid wasteland split by 
long, lonely roads, sometimes black- 


top, sometimes dirt. 

If you could put together the ideal 
road rider's vacation it would probably 
include plenty of twisty roads 
combined with spectacular scenery, 
comfortable accommodations each 
night, and no worries about luggage, 
the bike or maintenance. Does that 
sound like something you'd like to do? 
Volker Beer had that same idea and 
turned it into a reality by the name of 
Western Adventures. In short, you get 
plenty of TT riding -- that's turn to 
turn -- in some of the most spec- 
tacular areas of the Southwest in a 
package that includes everything 
(motorcycle and all) except someone 
to twist the throttle for you. 

One of the definitions of the word 
adventure is “an exciting or remark- 
able experience.” Western Adventures 
lives up to that and more. This 
particular two week jaunt through 
Colorado, Utah and Arizona totaled 
2,200 miles in 12 days of riding. A 
person could certainly duplicate the 





tour and pernaps find lodging at the 
places we stayed, but in doing so he -- 
or she -- would miss out on sharing and 
discussing each new adventure with 
not only one, but many people. In 
addition, there is a certain flair that 
one does not encounter on what would 
be called a do-it-yourself tour. A good 
portion of the people on each trip are 
from across the pond -- Germany, 
Switzerland, Austria, Great Britain 
and elsewhere. This adds a double 
dose of adventure in that everyone is 
eager to talk to everyone else and after 
a day or two there doesn’t really seem 
to be a language barrier. 

The (Tucson-Denver/Denver- 
Tucson) two week package costs 
$1,890 for the rider and $1,190 for a 
passenger. This includes use of a bike, 
hotel accommodations for 14 nights, 
six dinners, six lunches, a welcome 
and farewell cocktail party and 
luggage transportation within the 
frame of the program. Western 
Adventures uses BMW motorcycles 
exclusively. You have a choice of the 
R65 (650cc), R80 (800cc) or the R100 
(1000cc). The bikes are insured and 
road ready and you get service and 
maintenance throughout the trip. 

You are accompanied by a support 
vehicle which is actually a converted 
schoolbus dubbed “El Gringo.” It is a 
rolling workshop and carries enough

spares to fix just about anything. If it 
can't be fixed, then they roll out one of 
the spare bikes. Your luggage also goes 
into the bus in the morning and when 
you arrive at your motel it's waiting in 
your room. 

The only money you have to spend 
during the trip is for meals not 
covered, souvenirs, liquid refresh- 
ments, and such. There are also some 
occasions where you must pay for park 
admissions, etc. 

Granted, the price may sound a bit 
high to some. However, you are paying 
for the peace of mind that comes from 
knowing you basically don’t have to 
worry about a thing -- a first class tour. 
Once out on the road in many areas 
where the tour goes one quickly 
realizes that a mechanical problem, a 
flat tire or even running out of gas 
could quickly turn into a real 
bummer. To preserve the natural 
beauty of the land, some of the most 
spectacular places are literally out in 
the middle of nowhere. A vacation 
should be a vacation, not time spent 
worrying if your wheels are going to 
make it. 

estern Adventures was 
founded in 1978 to provide a 
new kind of sports touring. It was 
designed to oe the discovery of 
unique adventures combined with 
exhilarating riding experiences on

sweeping mountain roads,” explains 
Volker Beer in answer to the ideas 
behind his tour business. If that 
sounds like a pretty stiff undertaking, 
it is. However, Beer lives up to his 
words. 

Before Beer began business in 1978 
he was head of motorcycle operations 
in the United States for BMW. He had 
always had a love of the Southwest and 
had used what would become his 
Tucson-Las Vegas tour to introduce 
BMW’s new models to dealers in 1977. 
This kindled the flame and Beer tried 
to sell the package tour idea to BMW. 
They didn’t buy it, so he gambled, got 
himself out of the remaining years of 
his BMW contract, settled in Tucson 
and started Western Adventures. 

“You really have to love what you’re 
doing,” says Beer. “I believe it will 
take another year or two before we will 
be what I would term really successful. 
This year things started to snowball. 
Each time we take a tour we learn a 
little something extra which we can 
apply to future trips.” 

A congenial, energetic man in his 
early 40's, Beer is the sparkplug 
behind the smooth operation of each 
trip. He isn’t alone on the organization 
though. Renate, his wife, does the 
bookkeeping, reservations and 
paperwork. The logistics of each trip 
are enormous. Tim Stack and Lee 
Caplin handle the maintenance as well 
as just about everything else, including 
the cooking when you're having lunch 
out on the trail. 

Running the tour is a full time job,

Rich never looked back, he just took 
off like a rocket, putting nice space in 
between himself and Boody, Inder - 
bitzen and Monger. 

About lap four Eklund started his 
move up through the group, passing 
Jim Filice, then on the next lap his 
engine blew. “I don’t know what,” 
he said after the race, “Felt like a pis - 
ton maybe or the lower end.” Inder- 
bitzen had his second place all tucked 
into his pocket until he got off in the 
south turn, leaving Boody with the 
second, then Hurst who had just 
passed Monger, Jim Filice and Rod 
Sullivan. From then on it was a 
straight run for the checkered flag. 

In the Junior ranks, Randy Green 
on a 500cc Honda looked very good 
winning his heat, but must have had 
problems because he didn’t show up 
for the main, but he put away such 
Junior stalwarts as Mark Key and 
Charles Carroll. 

The second heat was the fastest for 
the Juniors. Pete Hames got out there 
and just did ‘em in, chased by Tommy 
Walton and Rob Ely. Third heat was 
almost another runaway. Steve 
Karsten got the drop on ‘em and was 
uncatchable. His Harley was hauling 
but flying behind were Denny Moore 
on a 500cc Honda and Barry Pelkey 
on a 500cc Can-Am. 

The Junior semi, that do or die 
time was a very good go between Bud 
Carroll and Scott Podergois as they 
swapped the race lead back and forth 
between themselves until Scott finally 
got tired of it all and, upon seeing 
Bud open the door a bit too wide, 
shot through and held onto the front 
spot. The heavy racing was right 
behind between Dan Moore, Jimmy 
Rosa and Phil Culver, all the way 
from Kansas who worked hard to get 
up to where he became first alternate. 

Culver’s efforts paid off too, because 
Green scratched and Culver got into 
the main. Hames got off and running 
while behind it was Karsten, Poder - 
gois and Walton. They changed pla - 
ces around quite frequently, although 
Karsten hung onto his second regard - 
less of what was going on behind.

Nava racing boots 








Though Nava is fairly well 
known for their helmets, not 
many people realize they also 
make plastic boots for moto- 
crossers and other off-road enthusi- 
asts. 

The Navas resemble plastic ski 
boots more than any other MX-type 
boot around. Constructed of black 
plastic, the Navas feature a rigid bot- 
tom that encases the foot and a more 
flexible upper that comes up to about 
two-thirds the height of your calf. A 
sort of sock/liner/bootie slips over 
your foot before you put the boot on 
and fasten it with the two locking 
buckles. Three holes near the inside 
top of each boot are there to provide 
ventilation. 

While the boots are pretty slick 
looking, we were a bit disappointed 
in their actual performance. First of 
all, ours were way too stiff from the 
start in the ankle area. Despite a 
hinge arrangement to provide for 
ankle movement fore and aft, the 
boots moved very little and felt almost 
like two casts when trying to walk. 
On a bike, they weren't as bad, but 
they still limited how much you 
could point your toes forward when 
throwing a leg out in corners. 


The buckles provide for four degrees 
of tightness around your leg and have 
a locking feature to prevent them 
from coming loose while riding. We 
discovered that they will unfasten on 
occasion. 


The front part of the boots area bit 
too pointed and narrow for those 
with feet wider than D width street 
shoes. Those with wider dogs felt 
their forefoot area was a bit cramped. 


Plastic boots have a reputation of 
not transmitting much feel of shifter 
and brake pedals. The Navas are no 
different. As is true for the genre, 
however, they do feature lots of impact 
protection and do a superb job of 
protecting the foot and lower leg 
from blows that leather boots would 
pass on to the rider. 


Nava boots are available in black 
with either red or yellow trim. The 
suggested retail price is $140, the 
going price for a pair of boots today, 
it seems. For more info, contact your 
nearest Nava products dealer or Nava

sometimes more if the situation 
demands it. Many people don’t see the 
behind the scenes work going on to 
keep the bikes in tip-top shape. I 


watched 11 tires being replaced with 
new ones even though the wear did not 
seem bad at all. That alone is no fun. 
Then there’s the little things like 








topping up the oil, replacing a blown- 
out instrument panel light, repairing a 
tire puncture or replacing a leaking 
seal on the roadside. 

One maintenance conscious 
individual wanted to do his own work 
on the bike he was using. “The only 
thing you should worry about is 
putting gas in the bike,” said Tim. “TU 
worry about everything else.” 
cP erhaps you're thinking, “why 

should I go with a group?” Per- 
haps you're a loner and would rather 
do things by yourself. Fine. Go for it. I 
wasn’t overly fond of group riding or 
group tours, either, yet I never felt 
restricted by the fact that we did ride 
as organized groups (one with eight 
bikes, one with nine) with a designated 
leader and a rotating last place rider -- 
from those in the group -- who made 
sure nobody got lost or had trouble. 

This group was composed of 15 
Germans, five Swiss, one Britisher and 
myself, plus Volker and Tim on bikes. 
(Steve Durgia, Volker’s next door 
neighbor, got drafted into driving El 
Gringo on this trip and loved it.) Of 
the group, five rode double with 
wives/ girlfriends. In a rare accident, 
one German got off the road in a turn 
-- on the first day out, no less -- and 
cracked a bone in his lower right leg. 
He rented a car and continued the 
trip. 

We did meet more than our share of 
riders on the road and most were in 
groups of two or three. (It seems 
funny, but in the 1,500 miles I rode 
between picking up a Kawasaki 
GPz550 in Los Angeles and my arrival 
in Denver, I never really met another 
rider going my way.) There were three 
who stand out and will probably draw 
wistful sighs from some readers. Two 
German riders, mounted on Yamaha 
XT500s, had been at it for 45,000 





miles throughout North and South 
America -- and looked it. They 
lamented the fact they only had two 
months left before heading back 
home. Another rider, who seemed to 
have everything strapped or attached 
to his Yamaha 750 had been to every 
state in the U.S. and was headed for 
Mexico to see some more country 
before his extended vacation was up. 

he itinerary you receive contains 

a detailed sketch of each day's 
destination and activities in addition 
to a suggested list of what clothing, 
riding gear, luggage and 
miscellaneous items to bring. Temper- 
atures and weather are always a bit 
hard to project so the list recom- 
mends a rider be prepared for 
temperature extremes from freezing to 
100 degrees. On this tour -- September 
6-20 -- we ran close to both extremes of 
the thermometer. Mother Nature took 
an unusual dislike to us it seemed. 
Although rain is commonplace while 
in Colorado, it seemed the downpours 
followed us nearly the entire distance. 
These were the type of showers that 
you spot as dark cloud formations at 
about 3 p.m. -- the kind that seem to 
be hovering right about where your 
destination is. We got very friendly 
with our rain gear. 

Granted, the rain was an incon- 
venience, yet if you take a long trip 
sooner or later Mother Nature is going 
to get you. It’s a simple fact of 
traveling. You can’t get down in the 
dumps when each day seems to top the 
previous one. You think you've seen 
everything and then, bingo, the next 
vista blows you away. 


There was one day when Mother 
Nature decided to be unusually cruel. 
The morning of the trip from Durango 
to Telluride, Colorado had been 





beautiful and warm, but in the after- 
noon things got miserable. It got cold, 
the clouds rolled in and the heavens 
opened up for two hours. If this wasn’t 
bad enough, we were heading over 
Red Mountain Pass which tops out at 
11,120 feet. 

Upon arrival in Telluride -- a 
wonderfully rustic old mining town 
that anyone could fall in love with and 
never leave -- some were just cold, 
some were wet and cold and a few were 
chilled to the bone. Our accommoda- 
tiorís were in a lodge set at the base of 
a mountainside surrounded by aspens 
and gave all a view of cloud shrouded 
mountains. That wasn't the best part - 
> everyone got to thaw out in the 
Jacuzzi. Now, that was a good time, 

The Colorado part of the trip 
focused on the natural scenery and 
history of the area with stops in towns 
that made their names in the days of 
the miners like Cripple Creek, 
Silverton, and Telluride. Plus there 
was Royal Gorge, Mesa Verde 
National Park and the Colorado Na- 
tional Monument to see. 

Once in Utah, the focus was on the 
beauty that nature has wrought over 
eons past. There was Dead Horse 
Point and Canyonlands National 
Park, Arches National Park, Capitol 
Reef National Park, and Monument 
Valley. There was also Lake Powell, a 
place of breathtaking beauty and a 
monument to bureaucratic disregard 
to nature. A dam on the Colorado 
River created Lake Powell out of what 
had been Glen Canyon, an area many 
believed to be more beautiful than the 
Grand Canyon. 

The run through Arizona was from 
the flat land of the Navajo Indian 
Reservation -- and Canyon de Chelley 
-- up to the high land of the Apache 
Indian Reservation before heading

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down to the cactus and sunshine of 
Tucson. It was here that you had a 
chance to sample some really serious 
twisties. The Coronado Trail is 2,000 
turns joined together to form a serpen- 
tine trail down to Tucson out of the 
Gila National Forest. “Heaven,” one 
of the riders called it. 

When you spend 14 days with a 
group, it no longer seems to be made 
up of just 24 people. Really, as the 
days wore on it was more like a big 
family -- everyone taking pictures for 
everyone else, riders lending other 
riders bungee cords, carrying items for 
each other and lending gear where 
needed. Perhaps that’s what I 
remember best -- the camaraderie. It 
wasn't a tour, it was an outing that 
everyone strove to make work. 

What would I change on the tour? I 


think a couple of the early days on the 
road could be i eae to give more 
time in some of the Colorado mining 
towns. I would also like to see a bit 
more opportunity for souvenir 
hunting. But that’s really little stuff. 
Allin all, the tour really clicked due in 
no small part to Volker Beer. There 
are few who can conceive of a dream 
and then make it come true. Volker is 
one of those people.

On the back track at Saddle- 
back, with a storm threatening 
to lash out mmomentarily, a 
hearty band of California Rac- 
ing Club motocrossers was turned 
loose.

For the Open Intermediates, Alan 
Olson, a Veteran racer mounted ona 
Wheelsmith Maico, fought his way 
throughout both motos for victory. 

The first round of action broughta 
taste of victory to Glen Wells, out of 
racing for nearly a year and now 
back on the track witha Honda Sup- 





port ride from Ed Kretz Honda. It was 
Wells’ moto from wire to wire. After a 
duel for the holeshot, Wells found 
himself hounded by another Veteran, 
Marino Bastionell. Rodger McCake 
(Suz) and Olson rounded out the top 
four. The rest of the field was insane 
with. a combined class of 125 and 
Open Intermediates all inches apart. 

For the Open riders, the duel went 
down for second between Cucomonga 
Yamaha ace Don Glover and Olson 
as Wells took command. Glover fin- 
ished out the moto in second, hold- 
ing Olson to third. 

When the big bore ‘machines came 
to life for their second encounter, 
Wells once more led the charge with 
McCake and Olson right alongside. 
Running a tight T formation, Wells 
fought to hold McCake and Olson 
back but slowly found himself losing 
ground and having to settle for the 
fourth place slot. 

The race belonged to: Olson. He 
finally slipped a wheel under McCake 
for the lead. McCake fought to hold 
Glover at bay but by moto’s end had 
to settle for third. Olson led the way, 
taking down top honors for the day, 
Glover scooped up second overall, 
and McCake came home third, good 
for fourth overall.

into third. With the moto winding 
down, from second to fifth, all racers 
were handlebar to handlebar. Taylor 
was the only man with breathing 
space. Crossing the finish line in 
second was Peterson with Cable secure 
in third. 

When they gathered on the grid for 
their second round, Taylor was ready. , 
for a double win. He grabbed the 
holeshot and led a warring pack up 
the start hill. Taylor soon left the 
madness behind and a dice to defy 
description went down between 
Rodgers, Dale and Micky Dymond 
for the runner-up slot. Dale finally 
broke loose and into second, where 
he would stay to the finish. 

Cable was back in action and lost 
no time in sliding into third. With 
positions changing on every lap, 
Dymond grabbed third place by 
moto’s end followed by Dale in 
second. Taylor crossed over for the 
class win. Dale scooped up second 
place loot and Rodgers’ smooth 4-4 
ride netted him third place money.

Enduro awash in 
controversy

POZO, CA, MAR. 28 

At start time, it was just a driz- 
zle. Then it was a shower, fol- 
lowed by brief clearing. Then 
it became serious rain, a real 
blue-lip, collar-dripping, boot-filling, 
glove-sopper. Then it got worse. By 
mid-morning a line of successively 
colder squalls marched in spitting 
hailstones. 

The Hi-Mountain Enduro has be- 
come tremendously popular, given 
the La Panza Mountains’ choice var- 
iety of trails and terrain, and their 
accessibility from both sides of the 
Central Valley. Moderately challeng- 
ing for the better A riders, the Hi- 
Mountain can give the Bs a good 
workout and the C riders some stren- 
uous lessons. If the weather be good. 

This year, the weather be no good, 
and Ma Nature was least kind to the B 
riders, who caught the very worst of 
it. The C riders didn't even get to 
start. 

As the A riders came in from the 
relatively easy southern loop, reports 
from the B route were getting worse. 
With the A class slated to ride the B 
loop next, ata higher speed schedule, 
the decision was postponed. As the 
morning soaked on, word arrived 
that nearly 100 riders were long over- 
due at the last check on the B loop. 
The remainder of the event was 
scrubbed, and rescue efforts begun. 

Many A riders were visibly moody 
about being scratched, but more than 
several B riders — a_ thousand feet 
higher, 20 degrees colder and 10 feet 
of visibility — would have gladly 
swapped places. We’re not talking 
the minor discomforts of a soggy trail 
ride. We're talking experienced riders 
who know the trails, doubling up to 
carry out riders who had abandoned 
their bikes. Even veteran sweep riders 
were coming in with hypothermia, 
dismounting slowing and walking 
50 feet in a knee-locked crouch, like 
Groucho Marx in slow motion. We're 
talking damn near froze. 

The Hi-Mountain was simply cap- 
sized by storms that arrived earlier 
and with greater force than expected. 
The good news is that nobody was 
seriously injured or stranded on the 
course at nightfall. Credit for that 
should go to the Cal Poly Penguins, 
the Central Coast Motorcycle Associ- 
ation, the sheriff's rescue squad, ham 
radio crews, 4-WD clubs and every- 
one who worked their butts off under 
miserable conditions. 

Disputes naturally arose. Those 
who had traveled far were, of course, 
disappointed, especially the C riders. 
The Penguins are sending letters to 
all entrants explaining the situation. 
The C entries will receive applica- 
tions for a refund. At this writing 
(three days later, still raining), the A 
and B scoring is still being tabulated. 

Some notes on financial com- 
plaints: The cost of staging the event 
was not reduced by its abbreviation. 
The rain worked to nobody’s benefit. 


The terrain damage directly attri- 
buted to the combined effects of water 
and motorcycles will have to be re- 
paired, an expense necessarily borne 
by the Cal Poly Penguins. Some pri- 
vate land owners may be heard from, 
and the Sierra Club.

Like last 
weekend’s race in honor of Loren 
Shockey, the Gallegos event didn’t 
involve any money (for Kenny). The 
Shockey MX was reported as a benefit. 
It was not. I stand corrected. 

Over 80 Beginner and Intermediate 
racers showed for an early morning 
blast off at the Owyhee Club’s his- 
toric Peaceful Cover track. The race 
brought old Pros Bruce Harris and 
Bill Hartman out of the proverbial 
woodwork to do battle in the Open B 
class. Harris showed flashes of his old 
self by running a seventh and a 
second to a fourth overall. 

In the Mini Expert races, Ritch 
Thurston (Tyner Distributing took 
his Kawasaki to the overall win with 
a 2-1 effort. Thurston was seriously 
challenged, however, by Corey Bar- 
ton (Yam) whose record was 1-2 for 
the day. 

And then, there was Personette. 
Derrick hung behind early 125cc 
leader Tom Fitzgerald (Yam), then 
behind mid-race leader Mark Hall, 
only to swoop into the lead and the 
win for the first moto. In the second 
125cc go ‘round, it was Fitzgerald 
again getting the holeshot only to be 
passed by Personette’s flying Suzuki 
on the infamous OMC “‘Little Down- 
hill Section.“ 

In the 250cc Expert race, Mark 
Olberding (Suz) established an early 
lead and held off all challengers (in- 
cluding Personette) until the last lap. 
Derrick got him before the checkers. 
Olberding, who raced the night before 
at the indoor short track, blew a base 
gasket and couldn’t contest the second 
moto which Personette won going 
away. 

A couple of interesting notes on 
the 250cc class: Garland “Bo” 
McCutcheon (Suz) came ‘‘out of re- 
tirement”’ with a 1979 machine and 
“two days’ practice” to wind up a 
strong third overall. You might get 
out of shape, but you don’t forget 
how to twist a throttle. Another guy 
it was nice to see on a bike again was 
Larry Buffington, past President of 
the OMC and a hellacious moto- 
croser. Buff showed some style (and 
some stamina!) by finishing a respect- 
able fourth overall. 

In the Open Expert class, George 
Collingham celebrated his 21st birth- 
day with the overall win based on a 
2-1 showing. The first Open Expert 
clash was probably the best racing of 
the day as a high-speed duel of the 
big-bores pitted George against Steve 
Henry (Hon). Collingham and Henry 
were hitting the uphill left-hander 
WFO in the latter laps of that race. 
But George bogged his engine at the 
top of the sand hill just a lap or two

backmarker let Ashley grab the lead. 
This class featured the widest assort- 
ment of machinery ranging from 
Tom’s Cn’B whateveritwas to Ash- 
ley’s KLX toa pair of Yamaha ITs to 
Toby Ashley’s vintage BSA short 
tracker. Color it interesting. 

Then it was time for the Experts. 
The Minis led off with Corey Barton 
whupping a pass on Toby Ashley 
and Ritch Thurston to grab the gold.

The start of the night had to be the 
250cc Experts! The first corner was 
total commotion as Arney Wick, 
Denny Lee, Bart Nelson and MXer 
Mark Olberding all tried to end up 
with the holeshot. Jerry Moore (Hon) 
was right up there, too...until he 
crashed. Wick also fell, leaving Nel- 
son, Olberding and Lee to slug it out:

Riant coasts to 
victory at Jackson 
Creek Road Race

JACKSONVILLE, OR, MAR. 21 
Dave Riant, 125cc ISDE aspi- 
rant, took the overall honors at 
the third running of the Great 
Jackson Creek Road Race held 


near Jacksonville. Dave’s win in the 
celebrated southern Oregon event will 
undoubtedly rocket him to fame and 
stardom. Well, that may be a little 
exaggerated; however, he will be re- 
membered as the man who took on 
and defeated all comers aboard his 
125 KTM. 

The race was held a little late this 
year. Usually the event takes place on 
New Year's Day. But on: January 1, 
the riders who came to race up and 
then coast back down the two-mile 
granite road found two feet of fresh 
snow. The Great Jackson Creek Road 
Race was cancelled when it took rid- 
ers more than an hour to make the 


two-mile run to the finish line, and 
when the frostbite treatment (brandy 
taken orally) became more fun than 
riding. 

And in keeping with the club's 
luck with graders, the one hired to 
smooth the course for this year's race 
slipped off the road, nearly tipping 
over. It took six hours to get it 
unstuck. (This, however, was nothing 
compared to the time a grader hired 
by the club DNF when it blew up, 
caught fire and burned to the ground!) 
Two and one half months later 
though, the snow melted, and all the 
preparations were completed. 

Riders departed from the start line 
at 30-second intervals. Riant was calm 
before his run to the top, keeping his 
composure even when faced with the 
fact that event organizer, Tyrrell Hart, 
would indeed have the much rumored 
500 Yankee Z twin at this year’s race. 
But when the granite finally settled, 
it wasn’t Riant or Hart who got up 
the hill the fastest. This year’s uphill 
champion would be Gary Wilks who 
took his 400 Maico up the road in two 
minutes, 28 seconds. Two seconds 
behind Gary was Curt Hutner who 
was riding in the Open Four-stroke 
class. Riant took his 125 to the top in 
two minutes, 36 seconds while the 
Yankee Z, entered in the pre-1975 
class, turned in a time of two min- 
utes, 57 seconds. 

It was now time to coast down the 
road. Coasting downhill without 
power is very peculiar, and it tests the 
rider’s skill rather than how much 
power he has under him. A 125cc 
rider, even though he is riding against 
250 and Open bikes, could pull off 
the overall win with a good downhill 
run. And Riant, aboard the only 125, 
turned in a fantastic downhill time of 
three minutes, 49 seconds, clinching 
the title of 1982 Downhill Cham- 
pion. But this year, Riant would have 
to share that honor, for tieing that 
downhill time exactly was Dave Cos- 
sette. Since Cossette was one second 
slower than Riant on the uphill run, 
he would be second overall; Riant 
would not have to share overall honors 
with anyone. 

Wilks’ downhill time of four min- 
utes, two seconds, 13 seconds slower 
than Riant and Cossette, put him out 
of contention for the overall even 
though he was fastest uphill. 

Dave was justifiably proud of his 
performance, but he was reluctant to 
share his secrets on being a successful 
coaster. “I have a few secrets that the 
motocrossers don’t know, and I’m 
not going to tell,” he said with a 
laugh. When pressed, he did say, 
however, that the push off at the start 
was important, and that the light 125 
was advantage in that respect. The 
new overall champion also com- 
mented that loosening the rear brake 
didn’t hurt either. 

The Yankee’s performance was a 
little disappointing, especially on the 
downhill run. The classic twin was 
put together, after many years of 
being scattered over a garage floor, 
just before this year’s road race, not 
allowing much time to break the old 
girl in. And since there was no oppor- 
tunity to use the front disc brake on 
the uphill run, it was virtually un- 
tested. 

Team Yankee Z pilot Tyrrell Hart 
explained his seven minute, 27 second 
downhill time this way: “I was coast- 
ing down the hill, picking up speed. I 
kept wanting to use the front brake, 
but I resisted, knowing it would slow 
my downhill time. Finally I just had 
to slow down so I gently reached out 
and, with one finger, squeezed the 
front brake lever.” 
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Well, the rest is history. The disc 
brake locked, and Tyrrell went down. 
When someone teased him about his 
overall time, the longest of the day, 
Tyrrell exclaimed, “I was pulling 
360 pounds of iron out of a rut!”

McCormick 
masters muddy 
Eugene MX

EUGENE, OR, MAR. 28 

Despite threatening dark skies, 
neither sleet, snow, mud and 
pouring rain today at Territor- 
ial Raceway would stop Mike 
McCormick (Fred's Cycle City Suz) of 
Crovallis from taking the 125cc Pro 
class, which he swept with a “clean” 
1-1. It was definitely spring in Oregon 
as each particular class was ham- 
pered with one variety of foul weather 
or another. 

First race out to brave a solid 
downpour was the Mini Interme- 
diates, at nine riders strong. Anthony 
Vensuala (Yam of Springfield) led 
the pack through the soup over Randy 
Wiens (Wally’s Chevron/Kaw) and 
Billy Borosek (Valley Cycle Yam). 
Vensuala pulled away from the oth- 
ers after a few laps of dicing with 
Wiens and Borosek, who both col- 
lided in a muddy corner. Wiens 
remounted first to pursue Vensuala 
while Matt Ramey (Dad/Yam) and 
Jeff Daily (Yam support) gave chase, 
but to no avail. Vensuala motored on 
through the slop to take the first 
moto win over Weins, who was in his 
first Intermediate race, and Ramey. 

Moto two had Ramey slosh to the 
head of the thinned out pack over 
Borosek and Vensuala. Ramey logged 
enough time on two wheels to dis- 
place the pack and take the win over 
Borosek, who had to fight off Ven- 
suala for second. Ramey’s 3-1 was 
good for the overall over Vensuala 
who went 1-3 and Wiens (2-4). 

Next in a series of snowy/sleet- 
hampered races was the 125cc Inter- 
mediates, started behind the 30-40 
class who were on Open bikes. The 
30-40s were turned loose first and led 
by Clem Kramer (Freedom Yam). 
Charlie Standeford (Mai) and Cha- 
rles Harter (Mai) gave chase only to 
lose sight of the former flat tracker. 

It didn’t take long for the 125cc 
Intermediates to swoop up the 30-40 
riders, and when they did, they all did 
itat once. The first 125cc rider to get 
by the 30-40s was Jeff Toedtemeir 
(Eugene Suz). Toedtemier tackled the 
tough, muddy course and made the 
second fastest 125cc time of the day as 
he embarrassed the Open bikes and 
riders. Rick Gunderson (Eugene Yam) 
held second throughout the moto with 
new Intermediate rider Larry Brum- 
well (Herb’s Cycles Yam) giving chase 
all the way to the flag. The 30-40 class 
moto win went to Kramer with Stan- 
deford in second. 


Second moto there was once again 
no stopping the 125cc riders. The 
rain was coming down in buckets, as 
expected. Standeford led the parade 
briefly for a lap until Gunderson put 
his YZ past the “old man” as did 
Toedtemier and Brumwell. 

The pack was more mixed than 
last time. The other 125cc Interme- 
diates followed the 30-40 riders, but 
up front, Gunderson and Toedtemier 
were clipping bars fighting for the 
lead and the overall as well. Gunder- 
son hooked up his rear tire to hold 
first through the final water-lined 
whoops to take the win and the over- 
all with a 2-1. Toedtemier was close 
in second and second overall (1-2) 
with Brumwell (3-3) third. 


The older guys were left humil- 
iated with a whipping by the 125cc 
Intermediates. They shouldn’t feel 
badly. The 125cc Intermediates have 
blown the Pros into the weeds more 
than once here at Territorial Raceway. 

The final race of the day in each set 
of motos was the 125cc Pros, 125cc 
Novices and all the Open bikes, all 
combined so that we could all get the 
you-know-what out of here early. 
First out of the gate was the 125cc Pro 
class. Clay Light (LOP/Super Seer 
Yam) got the jump on the pack but 
only to the first corner, when team- 
mate Richard Earle (LOP/Super 
Seer/Hon support) took over. Earle 
then made contact with Wayne 
Church (Eastside Kaw), nearly send- 
ing both down in the soup. That put 
Mike McCormick (Fred's Cycle City 
Suz) into the lead, making for a 
fourth lead change by the time the 
Pros hit turn two. 


McCormick began to pull away, 
but the Pros were not going to give 
up easily. Earle held down second 
and was closing. Church slid out put- 
ting Light in third, but it was Light's 
turn to bail off when a boot-saver got 
caught in the chain/sprocket combo. 
Church motored around in third, 
caught up with Earle but couldn’t get 
by the newly signed LOP rider. 
McCormick, by the way, took the 
win. 

The 125cc Novices never did mas- 
ter the track. One rider, who was 
docked a lap for starting with the 
Pros, still managed to come up witha 
second behind Regan Cummings 
(Yam). 

Moto two had McCormick light off 
the field over Earle, Church and 
Light. Church got by McCormick 
and Earle in one clean swoop to lead 
fora lap, only to go DNF early in the 
race as did Light, leaving McCor- 
mick and Earle to fight it out. The 
weather changed again, this time to 
snow anda chilly wind. McCormick 
slaughtered the pack for the win and 
the overall followed by Earle (2-2). 


In the Open classes Derek Louv- 
ring (Yam) took a stranglehold for 
first (1-1) over Dave Beck (Yam) and 
Kent Chapman (Yam), who went 2-2 
and 3-3, respectively. The 125cc 
Novice class was taken by Alan Fisher 
(Eugene Suz), who had a fifth in 
moto one, but the overall went to 
Cummins with a 1-2 tally. We keep 
praying for a weather change, maybe 
next time.

Wincewicz erupts 
at Benton County 
indoor ST

Mount St. Helens wasn’t the 
only eruption in the North- 
west this weekend. The other 
was by Poweroll/American 


Honda rider John Wincewicz who 
went to the victory podium in both 
the Open A and Open Pro main 
events (and the matching trophy 
dashes to boot) at indoor short track 
at the fairgrounds in Corvallis.

The next best race to a main event 
was 250cc Pro heat number one. 
National number 87 Jeff McDaniel 
(Longview Kaw) led at the start over 
“Bad” Brad Hurst (ona water-cooled 
Honda) and Ryan Fisher (Vern’s Air 
Sales Yam). Hurst went inside of 
McDaniel to take the flag followed 
closely by McDaniel and Scott Miller 
(Bul), who, worked valiantly from 
last to transfer for third. 

Once Wincewicz walloped the last 
two trophy dashes, the mains were 
posted and ready to occur. In 125cc A 
main action, a seven-rider pack was 
on the line. Don Davidson had the 
pole position which he used to take 
the lead over Light, Joe Eaton (Yam 
of St. Helens) and Mike Lester (Suz). 
Lester worked by Eaton for third as 
the battle for first ended up ina “‘bat- 
tle of the bars.” Davidson and Light 
made contact once again and the 
Expert flat tracker put it to the Pro 
motocrosser to take ove for first while 
Light fought with McDowell, who 
put his Honda in between the two to 
move to second. 

The battle for first was now a three- 
way affair. So much contact was 
being made, and Light, not one to risk 
injury, shut off to avoid a pile-upand 
ended up letting Lester by. Davidson 
took the white flag, but on the last 
lap the checkered went to McDowell 
with Davidson, Lester, Light, Eaton, 
Bill Faus and Jeff Klum (Yam) 
following. 

In 250cc A main action, Brian 
Loesch (Bul) battled his way to the 
head of the troops and pulled away 
over Barry Pelkey (Yam) and McDa- 
niel. Loesch held off Pelkey’s attack 
to take the checkered flag for first 
ahead of Pelkey, McDaniel, Rich 
Winningham, Bob Mahr (Bul) and 
Dan Overman (Yam). 

The Open A main was a nerve- 
shattering event. Four restarts made 
things tense, but once underway, 
Wincewicz led over Whiting. Win- 


cewicz made a playday of it up front 
as a battle was happening behind 
him. Mike Huffman (Huffman- 
Wright Logging Hon) put a wheel 
ahead of Whiting to move to second 
at the flag. Third went to Whiting 
who held off advances of Ryan Fisher 
and Chuck Glendner (Hon). 

The last two race of the evening 
were the Pro mains. In the 250cc Pro 
final, after three starts, Billy Oliver 
(Fred’s Cycle City Bul) nailed the 
holeshot over Hurst (KRW/ Panther 
Racing Hon), Pelkey and McDaniel. 
A pile-up in back pack caused the 
lead to change when the leaders came 
around, resulting in Hurst inherit- 
ing the lead and Pelkey moving to 
second. Oliver motored on in third 
place but was passed by Loesch in the 
latter stages of the race. Hurst and 
Pelkey poured it on for the lead, but 
the National vet held the rookie off 
for the win. Third went to Loesch 
with Oliver fourth followed by 
McDaniel, Eric Swanson (Yam of 
Longview), Scott Miler (Bul) and 
Danny Bennett (Hon), who crashed 
in the early going. 

Final race was the Open Pro main. 
After a series of restarts, Bennett, 
fresh off a win in Georgia, nailed 
down the start over Wincewicz, Scott 
Nelson (Bul), David Whiting (Yam) 
and Tommy McCullough (who start- 
ed in the penalty grid). Nelson took a 
tumble which let Wincewicz free to 
pursue Bennett who was burning up 
the track in search of the elusive fast 
line. Wincewicz tucked ahead of 
Bennett for the lead as riders were 
literally strewn around the track 
causing havoc for the leaders, who 
dodged in and out of fallen riders and 
their machinery. Wincewicz took the 
win and the mega-bucks that go with 
first, Bennett was second, Whiting 
worked to third.

Plus, 
Conroe Suzuki is giving away some- 
thing everyone can partake of, 
whether they win or lose — beer, 
available at the Conroe round only. 
The 125cc Expert class had some 


50 hot action when Carroll Richardson 


powered his Yamaha away from Jerry 
Surber, Craig Gullaksen, Barry Henry 
and Mike McIntyre demanding and 
holding onto the lead for the entire 
race. By the third lap, some new faces 
appeared as Henry disappeared from 
third with McIntyre’s arrival and 
Mike Clement close behind. McIn- 
tyre’s visit was short-lived as Clement 
moved to his fourth place spot on lap 
four while Alley Semar, from New 
Iberia, LA, was on his heels. 


Richardson showed a strong lead 
on Surber after four laps, and there 
was an equally strong lead between 
Surber and the new third-place rider, 
Semar. Meanwhile, Kawasaki-mount- 
ed Terry Thomas had powered in to 
displace Gullaksen for fifth. Surber 
crossed the finish line for second fol- 
lowed by Semar, Clement, Thomas 
and Gullaksen. 


The second moto was quite unlike 
the first as Mike McIntyre came out 
in front of Rdoney Wiginton, brother 
Tracy McIntyre and Gullaksen. The 
McIntyre mob was running first and 
second by the second lap, Mike lead- 
ing Tracy as Tracy would get ever so 
close to Mike. Wiginton was holding 
off Gullaksen who had Semar to con- 
tend with. 

Mike McIntyre had a good lead by 
the fourth lap as Wiginton was pres- 
suring Tracy McIntyre for a pass. By 


this time Thomas had come up to the 
sixth spot. Semar passed by Wigin- 
ton by the sixth lap and was hound- 
ing Tracy. 

Richardson was in fifth now and 
tried to pass Wiginton anywhere and 
everywhere he could and he got his 
passing momentas Wiginton flipped 
his bike. Richardson’s good fortune 
left him a lap later and one corner 
before the one Wiginton had his 
accident at. Richardson went far to 
the outside of a right-hander, and his 
front end washed out. He picked up 
the bike, remounted and started it 
and tried to pull away from the red 
cloth fencing material on the side of 
the track. It had a pretty good stran- 
glehold on his Yamaha, and he had 
to be aided before breaking free; he 
was passed by several riders in the process. 


With the white flag flying, the 
McIntyres were still leading (Mike 
then Tracy).

Con- 
sistency was nota major factor in this 
race as shown by the following results:

(fourth), Surber 2-22, Mike McIntyre 
11-1 and Tracy McIntyre had a 12-2. 


Thirty-three 250cc Experts lined 
up, but David Jones took the only 
Husky out there and sped away in 
first with Dan Conway, Greg Bonin 
and Bill Sparks close behind. Jones 
and Conway were easing away from 
the others by the second lap while 


-Mark Rakestraw had elbowed his 


way past Bonin for third. Conway 
took over the lead by the third lap as 
Jones tried desperately to make an- 
other move on him, but Conway 
thwarted his plans and left him to 
settle for second. 

Rickey Glaser had come up behind 
Rakestraw by now as David Stutts 
eased into fifth. Unfortunately, Glaser 
flipped his bike in a corner and was 
unable to finish the moto. Stutts and 
Todd Young had a battle going, yet 
Stutts wasn’t budging from his fourth 
ranking.

Beckham bombs | 
Austin MX

A chilly morning and rain 
Saturday night kept the turn- 
out for Sunday’s racing at a 
minimum at Austin’s Moto- 


Sport Raceway. The surface of the 
sandy loam track was loose, giving 
riders unreal traction. The damp track 
also provided them the luxury of rid- 
ing close behind someone without a 
white cane for the dust or cast iron 
leathers for the dirt clods. 

In the morning half of the newly 
incorporated split schedule were the 
Novices, Minis, Over 40 and Odyssey 
classes, all absorbing the colder 
weather and helping promote the 
ideal track conditions for the after- 
noon riders. 

The track may have still been slick 
for the 125cc Novice riders, but they 
just held their throttles open and 
shifted. Holeshot in the first moto 
went to Chet Barger’s Yamaha, Barger 
pursued by James Howle, also on a 
Yamaha, Carl Kight on a Suzuki, 
Tracy Terrell on a Yam and Wesley 
Elrod on a Suzi. 

Terrell and Elrod passed Kight, 
but in their mutual strivings for 
third, they tried to fuse their bikes in 
the infield berm. The merger failed, 
and both riders’ stocks plummeted. 
Taking over third in the confusion 
was Charles McDonald ona Yamaha. 
Howle had engine problems and 
dropped out for a DNF. 

Barger had stretched out a substan- 
tial lead by mid-race, and McDonald 
held ontoa strong second. Mike Bell’s 
Suzuki had taken over the third place 
slot but was threatened by Terrell, 
who had worked his way up from 
eighth. Terrell had a chance to pass 
inside in the last berm but got side- 
ways, letting Bell keep third. 

Second moto holeshot was grabbed 
by Tommy Miller on a Yamaha, but 
he immediately lost the lead to Elrod. 
Barger had warmed up by now and 
took the lead from Elrod. Bell took 
over third, followed by McDonald, 
Terrell, and John Gunter on a 
Yamaha. 

Barger pulled away from the pack, 
but second through sixth stayed in 
tight formation. McDonald and Ter- 
rell waded positions several times, 
but Terrell finally made a big pass 
into second on the downhill. Elrod 
held onto third as McDonald passed 
Bell for fourth. McDonald couldn’t 
hold it, however, as Bell took the 
place back right before the checkered 

lag. 

John Stacy held the early lead in 
the combined 125 and 250cc Interme- 
diate class on his 250 Suzuki, with 
Bill Kelly’s 125 Yamaha and Ron 
Binion’s 250 Honda close behind.

Mor- 
ris passed Binion on the outside before 
the checkered but relaxed too soon, as 
Binion recaptured second in the final 
berm. Taking fourth was Joey Har- 
din on a Kawasaki, with Dennis Pat- 
ton and Paul Horton, both on Hon- 
das, filing in behind.

Hi-Mountain cancellation 
explained 


The Cal Poly Penguins will attempt 
to refund all C rider entry fees to 
those riders who wish a refund for the 
Hi-Mountain Enduro. 

Many people have asked if the 
enduro could be rescheduled or a spe- 
cial C rider enduro set up, instead of 
giving a refund. This is impossible 
for the following reasons: 

1. The enduro course is laid out in 
National forest, using private land to 
connect the various course sections. 
The U.S. Forest Service issues us a 
use permit to run which cost us 
$1,476 this year. The application must 
include several course proposals to 
choose from, all landowner permis- 
sion forms, approval from the CHP, 
sheriff's, county roads and health 
departments, and must be submitted 
at least 180 days prior to the enduro 
date. 

After the application is submitted, 
the Forest Service does an Environ- 
mental Assessment report on the 
course proposals (which takes 60+ 
days). They then select a course pro- 
posal with alternatives and send it to 
all interested groups (including the 
Sierra Club, Native Plants Society 
and Audubon ) for comment or appeal 
(takes 90+ days). If a group files an 
appeal and wins, the enduro is can- 
celled. If they fail, they can get a court 
injunction to stop us. 

2. The Penguins, a totally volun- 
teer club of students at Cal Poly Uni- 
versity, is a very small group. The 
enduro must be scheduled to utilize 
this limited manpower. The club is 
not active during the summer, and 
the membership changes yearly and 
quarterly. The Penguins depend heav- 
ily on outside help through the Cen- 
tral Coast Motorcycle Association 
(CCMA) and volunteer citizens and 
organizations such as the Sheriff's 
Rescue, Ham Radio Operators, Gold 





Coast Four- Wheelers and others, and 
everyone has to be coordinated on 
one date. Date selection is critical to 
landowners because of spring round- 
up and summer fire danger. 

3. The enduro costs thousands of 
dollars to put on. We had a 700 rider 
limit this year, but had to close our 
entries at 620 because of course prob- 
lems. We need at least $2,500 in prof- 
its each year to start the next year’s 
run. After this reserve is spent, we 
depend on riders’ fees to cover ex- 
penses. The money was already spent 
to send the C riders out, and to 
reschedule the event would cost money. 
that we had already spent. 

The next question is — why weren't 
the C riders allowed to run? Then no 
money would have to refunded. 

I made that decision based on con- 
siderations other than money. The 
course was laid out in two loops — 
north and south. In the morning 
from 7:01 to 9:05 the As went south, 
and the Bs went north. The C riders 
would have gone south at 11:30. A 
and B riders would have gone north 
for their second loop. | 

Possible “showers” were forecast 
for Sunday afternoon, and based on 
this and existing trail conditions, the 
Forest Service gave their go-ahead for 
the event, and we agreed. The show- 
ers started at 6:45 a.m. and continued 
as the event started. After the riders 
began leaving a huge amount of rain 
fell on the northern loop for the next 
two hours. Because of this we closed 
the northern loop. 





The rain then moved south. Crews 
could not get to location, sweep crews 
took two to three times longer to 
sweep and remark the course sec- 
tions. There was no other choice but 
to cancel the Cs. Had the rain been 
“light showers” as forecast, we could 
have continued. Had the heavy rains 
come Saturday night or earlier Sun- 
day morning we would have had no 
choice but to cancel the event past 
April 4. The unexpected heavy rains 
alone would have caused enough 
trail damage to postpone the run 
indefinitely — this in turn would 
have posed support staff scheduling 
conflicts as well as landowner prob- 
lems. 


Had there been any safe way to 
send the Cs out, we would have done 
so. 


The future status of the 33rd Hi 
Mountain Enduro is uncertain at this 
time. We have financial obligations 
to repair damaged trails. and make 
amends with private landowners. Our 
riders have broken bikes and exhaust- 
ed bodies. There are five or six bikes 
still on the course (as of April 1), and 
the rains continue. 





Torun the perfect enduro you need 
the cooperation and/or support of 
the Forest Service, Sierra Club, local 
volunteer groups, landowners and 
the weather. Four out of five is not 
bad! 


In closing, let me thank everyone 
who gave 110% — those C riders who 
helped us sweep to pick up down rid- 
ers, and Penguins, ex-Penguins (who| 
gave up their numbers to help), CCMA| 
riders, volunteers, and all others wh 
rode from daylight to dark bringin 
down riders out. 


Also there are the gatekeepers, star- 
ters, flagmen and check crews (some 
suffering from hypothermia), Sheriff’ s| 
Rescue people, the Ham Radio Club, 
the people who manned the sign-in 
and tech inspection stations, and all 
those others who helped in many 
other ways.

He put himself 
in for a second Ascot TT win to go 
with a half mile win and he put Can- 
Am’s new single into its first winner’s 
circle appearance in Winston com- 
petition. 

Despite being in the minority, the 
big Harleys proved themselves more 
than competitive as they carried 
Graham and Boody into their cham- 
pagne shower. Graham, in the pits 
before the National, said of his Tex 
Peel XR750, “That thing’s fun to 
ride!” 

Graham came from the third row 
to fourth in the first few turns. 

Ted Boody held off a late race 
charge by Steve Eklund on the Mario 
Zanotti Can-Am to finish third on 
the Norm McDonald/Kal-Gard/Car- 
lisle/Arai Harley, best described as 
the last minute express. Boody said, 
“I heard from Babe DeMay a week 
ago and he said he couldn't help me 
and all I had was a bunch of junk. 
Norm McDonald of K&N Motorcy- 
cles in Tulsa said he’d help me and 
we built two motorcyles and had 
them on the track in under a week.” 

Eklund battled the other riders, a 
10th place start and pain from a 
twisted ankle that had him standing 
in his ice chest before his heat. “I was 
stuck behind Fay for a long time and 
then I caught Boody and I wanted to 
pass him so bad, but he was consis- 
tent and smooth and I couldn't get 
around him.”

Fast qualifier Mike Inderbitzen shot 
his Sonny Burres tuned Triumph 
into the first heat lead followed. by 
Scott Parker on Jay Springsteen’s fac- 
tory Harley, Jorgensen, Eklund and 
Jeff Narramore on a Yamaha. 

Inderbitzen’s charge was slowed 
and then stopped cold by a misfiring 
bike. Parker was feeling a lot of pres- 
sure from Jorgy, hit a rut coming 
into the infield, got squirrelly and 
A it just as Jorgensen swooped 

y. 

Positions stablized with Jorgensen 
in front of Parker and Eklund. Only 
Mike Kidd was on the move as he 
recovered from a poor start to move 
into fourth on the ninth lap. Eklund 
held on and sent the champ to a semi. 

San Jose's Scott Pearson pulled a 
giant holeshot and led the second 
heat into the first turn by 50 feet, 
trailed by Mike Gilkey, Mikey Fay 
and perennial “Little John” Hateley. 

Pearson was untouchable for the 
entire race, but behind him there 
were several riders keeping in touch. 

Fay and Hateley bumped Gilkey to 
fourth on the first lap and Kawasaki's 
Eddie Lawson moved him into fifth 
on the third lap. Lawson, putting in 
one of the best two-stroke powered 
rides of the night, was putting the 
heat on Hateley when Little John got 
sideways coming into the first turn 
and barely saved it. Lawson squeezed 
by and out of trouble.

Frank Word III had the reflexes for 
the first start of heat three but the race 
ws redflagged when John Wincewicz 
went down in the first turn and left in 
the ambulance. Gary Scott took ad- 
vantage of the golden second chance 
and led third fastest qualifier and 
Friday night half mile winner Rich 
Arnaiz (Hon), Brad Hurst (Tri), Don 
Shobert (Yam) and crowd favorite 
Steve Wise. 

Scott, Arnaiz and Hurst stayed 
stalemated in the first three posi- 
tions, but Wise moved his produc- 
tion CR480 Honda into fourth. In 
only a couple of places on the track 
was Wise’s motocross style apparent 
and he was backing into the turns 
like a regular. Wise arrived in con- 
troversy, but he rode clean and well 
although the motocross Honda was 
down 10 mph on the long straight. 

Fellow Texan Don “Bubba” Sho- 
bert moved up three positions and he 
and Wise proceeded to put on a show! 
Shobert ended it in fourth after 
bouncing Wise off of the outside line. 

Scott found his Triumph free- 
wheeling into turn one, sans brakes, 
and overshot the track, wheelied across 
a ditch, shot between the haybales, 
nearly clipping the Armco and back 
on the track in third where he fin- 
ished behind Arnaiz and Hurst.

Graham, who blasted into 
fourth from the third row said, “I’m 
going to hammer it around the out- 
side at the start, you can’t let these 
guys get ahead of you at the get-go 
and start racing — you'll never catch 
them.“ It worked for him. On the 
first lap he cut under Boody in turn 
two and went to third. Jorgensen got

Suzuki’s Mark Barnett matched his showing 


-a week ago at Hangtown — where he went 


2-1 for the 125cc class win — to move a step 
closer to what he hopes will be another AMA 


125cc National MX title. In the 
other half of the Coors/Yamaha 
National at Saddleback Park, 
Broc Glover got it together for 
his first win of the year by winning 
both 250cc motos aboard his Jon 
Rosenstiel-tuned factory Yamaha 
Ow57. 

Honda’s Johnny O'Mara won the 
first 125cc moto after Barnett momen- 
tarily stalled his bike about 10 min- 
utes from the checkers. However, 
after tailing Barnett in the second 


moto’s early going, he faded to an 
eventual fourth due to the effects of a 
bout with the flu a couple days prior 
to the race. Still, it earned him second 
overall. 

Third went to Yamaha’s Bob Han- 
nah who was a distant third in the 
first moto. The second round saw 
him get out of the gate well. He 
passed O'Mara for second after the 
10-minute mark and held steady the 
rest of the race there. 

Yamaha Pro Support rider Rick 
Johnson took runner-up overall 


honors in the 250s. A bad start and a 
crash in the first moto left him well 
downfield — back around 27th — but 
he sped up through the pack to finish 
fifth. He rode to a distant second in 
the final moto of the day and kept his 
series points lead. 

Scott Burnworth made ita Yamaha 
sweep of the top three as he carded a 
4-3 day for third to best Suzuki's 
Warren Reid, fourth with a 3-4. 


Preliminaries 

With 78 total 125s and 90 250s, 
according to an AMA official, quali- 
fying motos and consolation races 
were required. The top 12 in each 
125cc qualifier and the top 13 in each 
250cc qualifier got direct transfers to 
the National starting gates. The top 
six in the 125cc consy and the top 
four in the 250cc consy also got 
transfers. 

Orange County Cycle Yamaha rider 
Mike Beier took the lead in the first 
125cc qualifier on lap one and never 
lost it, taking the checkers after five 
laps ahead of Kawasaki support rider 
Rick Maki and Yamaha support rider 
Erik Kehoe. A ways back in fourth 
was HP/Roost Factory Suzuki rider 
Gary Dircks followed closely by Kal- 
Gard Suzuki-mounted Russ Wage- 


man. 


RPM Yamaha rider Doug Jackson 
saw nothing but clear track in front 
of him the entire second qualifier. 
Suzuki-mounted Mike Preston spent 
the last three laps a few feet in arrears 
with Heisser Racing Suzuki rider 
Chris Heisser moving to third on the 
last lap, edging out Rosamond 
Suzuki-mounted Roger Hensley and 
Kawasaki support rider Kyle Lan- 
drum. 

Yamaha support rider Chris How- 
ard took the lead in the consy on the 
second lap and marched away from 
the pack. Early leader Ricky Arnold 
held second on his Suzuki followed 
by Yamaha-mounted Tracy McIntyre, 
Eric Hall on a Yamaha, and Honda 


riders John Drury and Kirk Dillon. 

A red flag negated Suzuki support 
rider Clint Hardick’s holeshot in the 
first 250cc qualifier. On the restart, 
Carlos Serrano took his Roost Fac- 
tory Suzuki to the head of the pack, 
Maico’s Ed Arnet and Kawasaki's 
Tom Benolkin right behind. 

Benolkin flew past Arnet then took 
Serrano over the double downhill 
jumpsand was gone for the rest of the 
race. Serrano jumped off the back of 
his bike at the doubles (the scene of 
many crashes during the day) a lap 
later, setting things up for eventual 
second-placer, Yamaha Pro Support 
rider Jeff Jennings. Hardick, Arnet 
and Yamaha support rider Jim And- 
erson followed. 

Jammin’ U.S.A. Kawasaki pilot 
Willy Simons jumped into the second 
qualifier lead, but his time there 
lasted only to the doubles. By some 
miracle, he saved a front-wheel-first, 
handstand landing. Though he wob- 
bled into the banners and lost posi- 
tion, he didn’t take the big eat. 

Team Montoya Suzuki-mounted 
Robert Reisinger took the lead but 
surrendered it to eventual winner 
Juan Benavidez ona Yamaha. Suzuki 
privateer David McClain was second 
followed by Yamaha-mounted Craig 
Gormley, Reisinger and Mike Shoe- 
maker on a Honda. 

Suzuki Canada’s Ross Pederson 
came out of the pack to walk away 
with the 250cc consy. Cooper’s Cycle 
Kawasaki rider Guy Cooper claimed 
second with LOP Honda-mounted 
Bobby Handy and Woody Carlson on 
a Yamaha getting the last transfers. 


125cc National 

Johnny O’Mara led the charge to 
the first turn with Mark Barnett com- 
ing up strong on the outside. Hon- 
da’s Jim Gibson and Suzuki’s George 
Holland were also up there as the 
pack plummeted off Banzai Hill. 

Barnett wasted little time passing 
O'Mara, getting a drive up the big

uphill and squeezing inside the fac- 
tory Honda rider in the left-hander at 
the top. 

Though Barnett was riding strong- 
ly, O’Mara clung doggedly to him, 
the two pulling ever further from 
Gibson in third. Lap after lap, it was 
Barnett and O’Mara just a few feet 
apart. 

Halfway through the moto, Bar- 
nett appeared to move away slightly. 
After the 30-minute mark, though, 
things changed. As they threaded 
their way through lapped traffic, Bar- 
nett met one lapper who surprised 
him by suddenly popping into his 
line, causing him to stall for a 
moment. O’Mara was past instantly 
and kept the lead to the checkered, 
Barnett closing from a seven-second 
deficit to about two. 

Hannah started off in fifth on the 
opening lap, battled with Kawasaki’s 
Jeff Ward for a bit, then with George 
Holland after Ward displaced the fac- 
tory Suzuki pilot. Twenty minutes 
into the race, the Hurricane zapped 
Ward at the top of the hill, fell foran 
instant and kept fourth. Ward rode 
the rest of the race sans goggles: “I 
had to pull my goggles off; somebody 
threw a beer at me.” 

Hannah kept driving, pulling him- 
self closer to Gibson. About 10 min- 
utes from the finish, however, Gib- 
son slowed due to a hard spill. As he 
drifted back, Hannah came up to 
snag a fairly distant third. 

Ward checked in a short time later 
for fourth followed by Holland, Gib- 
son, Kehoe, Heisser, Beier and Suzuki 
support rider Gary Denton. 

The start of the second moto looked 
like the first — O’Mara pitching his 
bike into the turn at the top of the 
start hill with Barnett coming up on 
his outside. Kehoe, Hannah and Beier 
kept pace at the front, too. 

Barnett quickly wrested the lead 
from O’Mara and began the business 
of putting as much ground as possi- 
ble between his Jeff Clark-tuned 
RA125 and other riders. When he 
took the checkered, he had lapped up 
to fifth place and gone into the series 
points lead. 


O’Mara tried to stay with Barnett 
early, but he appeared to lack the 
determined drive he had in the first 
moto. Indeed, announcer Larry Huf- 
fman revealed that O’Mara had spent 
a couple days in bed earlier in the 
week, suffering from a possible flu 
bug. As much as his mind willed, his 
body was unable to perform at the 
high levels asked of it, and he resigned 
himself to a relative cruise speed in 
order to finish. 

Hannah pounced on O'Mara after 
the 10-minute point and had clear 
sailing in second after that. He was 
unable to catch Barnett, though. 

Ward fought past early traffic and 
rode by O’Mara after the halfway 
mark. O'Mara came in fourth over 
Holland, Heisser, Yamaha-mounted 
Troy Blake, Kehoe, Denton. and Alba 
Honda’s Ted Brady. 


250cc National 


Honda’s Donnie Hansen jetted to 
the first turn first, with Scott Burn- 
worth and LOP Honda rider Jim 
Tarantino close behind as they drop- 
ped off Banzai and onto the short 
straight. 

Glover quickly moved past eve- 
ryone but Hansen by the end of the 
first lap. The two put on some of the 
best racing of the day for the rest of 
the moto as they swapped the lead 
with Glover leading several laps first, 
then Hansen taking over, then Glover 
getting it back for one lap before get- 
ting passed back. 

As they headed up the finish straight 
some 30 minutes into the moto, Glover 
took the high line and pulled along- 
side Hansen. That put him on the 
inside, and he stuffed it underneath 
the Honda ace in the tight right- 
hander that followed for the final 
pass. “I thought I could get him just 
about any time,” Glover said later. “I 
wasn’t that concerned about it, but he 
(Hansen) probably thought the same 
thing about me.” 

Warren Reid gotaround Burnworth 
for third on the second lap and fin- 
ished that way. The comeback ride of 
the day had to be fifth place Rick 





Johnson. “I got a little too much 
traction and wheelied off the gate and 
was about 17th,” he said afterward. 
“Then I crashed and came around 
27th. I thought I was gonna come up 
to the top 10, so I sorta lucked out.” 

Tom Benolkin had been running a 
strong fifth until he pulled over to 
confer with his mechanic, Rick Asch, 
some 10 minutes from the finish. 
Johnson and Suzuki’s Denny Bentley 
went by, but he was able to repass 
Bentley and earn sixth. 

Eighth went to Tarantino followed 
by Jeff Jennings and Husky’s Kris 
Bigelow. 

Bentley, Hansen, Glover and Burn- 
worth led the start of the second 
moto. Glover took the lead before the 
lap was over, though, with Hansen, 
Bentley, Burnworth, Clint Hardick, 
Tarantino, Reid, Honda support rider 
Kenny Keylon on a works bike and 
Johnson trailing. 

Glover and Hansen immediately 
began their process of detachment 
from the rest of the pack. As the laps 
clicked off, Hansen drew closer and 
closer to Glover, preparing fora pass. 

It never came, though. Near the 
midway point of the moto, Glover 
came around in the lead, but Hansen 
was nowhere to be seen. After Reid, 
Johnson and Burnworth. wisked by 
in second through fourth, Hansen 
putted slowly up to the mechanics’ 
area and stopped, his exhaust pipe 
smashed, forks damaged and left calf 
hurt. Disappointed, he headed into 
the pits where he explained later, 
“Some guy crashed in the triple 
jumps. I couldn’t see it till I was in 
the air, and I landed right on ‘his 
bike.” 

With Hansen out, Glover had clear 
sailing to the finish, and he simply 
stretched his lead with each lap. He 
was 30 seconds clear of second place 
at 30 minutes. “I finally won a 
National!” he exclaimed later. He 
admitted making a few changes to his 
bike after last weekend's disappoint- 
ing race but stated, “I woke up; that’s 
the biggest thing. I gave him (Hansen) 
one (win) at Seattle; he owed me 
one. 


Reid held second for just a short 
time before he went down due to a 
lapped rider. “A guy went to move 
out of my way, but I was already past 
him. The bike landed on my back.” 

The spill put him back to fifth and 
forced him to throw off his goggles in 
order to push his sweatband up out of 
his eyes. 

Johnson took over as the runner- 
up with Burnworth following himin 
for third. Reid repassed Bentley for 
fourth witha little over 10 minutes to 
go. A couple of laps after that, Benol- 
kin, riding with no front brake since 
his bike’s fork seals had blown and 
coated the brake disc with oil, got 
Bentley for fifth. 

Seventh went to Tarantino with 
Honda support riders Larry Wosick, 
Steve Martin and Keylon trailing. e

Maico’s Frank Stacy after posting the best 
overall score in the Foggy Mountain ISDE 


Qualifier. Stacy’s 961.2 points (seconds) were. 


well up on Husqvarna’s Mark 
Hyde who tallied a 984 score. 
Rounding out the top five in 
the overall standings were 
Husky’s Terry Cunningham at 1001, 
Can-Am’s Johnny Martin 1002.6 and 
Kawasaki's Drew Smith with a 1003.7. 

“The only problems I had all day 
were two crashes,” said Stacy, “Once, 
I went over the handlebars and slid 
down the trail on my helmet and the 
other time I was just cruising along 
and hit a patch of ice -- there was no 
way to save it. The bike and I are 
finally coming together. We’ve made 


some changes to get a bit more power 
and dialed in the suspension to better 
suit my style of riding.” Stacy rode a 
250cc Alpha 1 Maico. 

Runner-up Mark Hyde had vision 
problems. “A rider in front of me 
kicked up a rock and it knocked out 


one lens from my glasses,” said Hyde. 


“T tried to ride with my glasses on, 
but it was harder than riding without 
them. I gassed it up on the road sec- 
tions to compensate for going a bit 
cautious on the trails. My gas crew 
had some of my older glasses waiting 
at a late check. They weren’t very 
good, but at least I could see with the 


pair I finally used.” 

Over 250 riders showed up to con- 
test the Volunteer Riders M.C. organ- 
ized event. The 128.6 mile course con- 
sisted mainly of ORV trails cut into 
the Cherokee National Forest. “We 
went with the ORV trails,” said Dile 
Brown of the sponsoring club, “to 
facilitate the organization of the event. 
We have to obtain permission for 
land use from both Tennessee and 
North Carolina as well as three forest 
ranger districts. Dealing mainly with 
permanent trails made putting to- 
gether the trail package easier. If we 
had blanket permission to use the ter- 
rain to the fullest we could put on an 
ISDE. We've got trails out there (Chero- 
kee National Forest) you wouldn't 
believe.” 

Kawasaki's Jack Penton was the 
first rider out of the start area at 7:30 
a.m. It was clear and cold and would 
warm up slightly during the day. 
The riders headed out onto the trail 
which led them to a one lap timed 
run on the track where the final test 
would be at the end of the run. Husq- 
varna's Ed Lojak was faster here by 
two seconds over Stacy. No one else 
was even close. 

The trail pace for the Intent class 
kept the riders on their toes. So much 
so, many were hitting checks on their 
minute or into their grace. Lojak, 
running head to head with Stacy, had 
his problems in the section between 
checks five and six. “I guess I got 
caught sleeping,” said Lojak sheep- 
ishly. “I just plain missed an arrow 
and got lost. That cost me 120 points 
for being two minutes late and made 
me mad. I had gotten a flat tire ear- 
lier, repaired it and not lost any time 
in a tighter section.” 

Flat tires and the tight schedule got 
to a lot of Intent riders. John Fero 





“had problems all day.” Ray Cos- 
grove had his chain come off and jam 
in the sprocket. Once that was fixed 
he came up witha flat tire. “I figured 
there was nothing to it,” said Cos- 
grove. “My Maico has a quick-change 
hub, so I zipped the wheel and tire off 
and then spent about ten minutes 
getting the air bottle to work. That 
scratched any chance of a top finish.” 

Jeff Fredette’s day started off bad. 
“T got a flat tire in the first tight sec- 
tion and by the time I got it fixed I 
had lost five minutes. I carried the 
five minutes all day and then lost an 
additional one minute in the next to 
last check.” 

Kevin LaVoie was sidelined witha 
busted transmission. He spent the 
majority of his day waiting for some- 
one to help him get back to the staging 
area. Vic Ely suffered a similar fate, . 
but nursed his bike home. 

Engine seizures ended the rides of 
Dwight Rudder and Jack Penton. . 
Rudder made it to the final test before 
his bike seized. Penton was within 
two miles of the last check when his 
engine decided it wouldn’t go any- 
more. 

Mike Melton took the 125cc Intent 
class win with ease. He was the only 
rider in that class not to lose any 
points on the trail. “It was fun to 
ride. The time schedule was good and 
I didn’t have any problems,” said 
Melton. 

Melton was in the first group of 
riders to tackle the final test, a timed, 
three lap, dead engine start MX in 
groups of ten. Melton took the win in 
his heat, but got a lot of pressure from 
Johnny Martin. The margin of victory 
for Melton was half a bike length 
after the three tours of the nearly 

two mile course. 

Martin had been in command of 
the 175cc Intent class all day and took 
an easy win. “The only problem I 
had all day,” said Martin, “was at the 
water crossing. It seems the places I 
pick to put my foot down are always 
the deepest.” 

The second heat saw Stacy post the 
fastest time of the day in the final test. 
Ed Lojak finished second, four sec- 
onds behind Stacy for second fastest 
time. Had Lojak not lost two min- 
utes on the trail he would have been 
only six points (seconds) behind Stacy 
in the final standings. 

“Hey, you gotta give those guys a 
bit of an edge now and then,” joked 
Barry Higgins after he won his heat. 
Higgins came from next to last to 
win over Gray Leonard in an excit- 
ing race. Kevin Piasecki was also in 
the hunt until a bobble cost him the 
lead. 

Hyde holeshot his heat, but was 
soon being hounded by Cunningham. 
Cunningham went down twice, leav- 
ing Hyde with plenty of breathing 
room. 

By the time it was acknowledged 
that Stacy had posted the best score, 
he was heading for the airport in Knox- 
ville to catch a plane back to Buffalo. 
“TIl be at work at Dunlop bright and 
early Monday morning,” said Stacy 
with a smile, “and I'll be at Alabama 
next week. I like their special and 
final tests. It should be fun.” 

The final results and medals will 
be mailed out to all riders, The results 
of the A and B classes will appear in 
next week’s Results section. e

Busby blast 
the field

LONG BEACH, CA, APR. 4 


David Busby led nearly 50 racers on a merry 
romp through the streets of Long Beach, 
running in front all the way in the 12-lap, 
25.56-mile 250cc GP motorcycle race run as 


part of the Long Beach Grand 
Prix weekend. 

Finishing second was Cana- 
dian Alan Labrosse, while Okla- 


homa’s Sam McDonald worked his 
way up through the pack to place 
third under the checkered flag. 

This race was sanctioned by the 
American Federation of Motorcyclists 
and put together by Jim Moore and 
Rudy Galindo of AFM Pro. It fea- 
tured a $5000 purse and was open to 
Formula Two machinery. Most bikes 
were TZ250 Yamahas, but there were 
a scattering of 500cc four-stroke 
singles. 

“I'm really happy,” said Busby, 
adding, “It really meant a lot to win 
here in front of all my friends.” 
Busby also won a Formula One car 
race support event last year in Can- 
ada, taking his victory in the 250cc 
class there too. His leathers, however, 
read “Space Available” on the front 
and “Sponsor Needed” on the back. 
The northern California rider did 
thank Matsu at Escargot Racing for 
making a set of exhaust pipes. 

Practice consisted of two 30-minute 
sessions, with the final one timed to 
set grid positions. British Columbia’s 
Rhys Howard earned the pole with a 
2:01.168 lap that calculated out to 
63.284 mph. Labrosse was second fas- 
test with a 2:01.278, and he was fol- 
lowed by Busby (2:01.412) and Mark 
Homchick (2:01.458). McDonald 
missed the Friday practice session 
and could only qualify in the 16th 
slot while learning the course. (The 
polesitter for the F-1 car race turned a 
1:27.316.) 

The green flag dropped before the 
board went sideways, and Busby 
quickly took the lead. Polesitter 
Howard had troubles, crashing un- 
hurt in a new chicane in the back 
straightaway. 

At the end of the first lap, Busby 
was out front and trailed by Texan 
Hugh Humble, Fred Merkel and 
Harry Klinzmann. 

The next lap saw Merkel’s ride 
come to an end with a crash in turn 
eight: Humble’s ride ended on the 
following lap when his right throttle 
cable, frayed after he bumped Keith 
Kiyota on the start, snapped. ‘I’m so 
bummed,” said Humble, “I had power 
down the back chute so I didn’t forsee 
any problems. I sure would have 
liked to repeat my Talladega win.” 

By the third lap Busby had a seven- 
second lead on Labrosse, with Klinz- 
mann, Kiyota, McDonald, John Wil- 
liams and Don Greene making up 
the front running order. 

On lap five Busby turned in the 


best two-wheel lap of the weekend 
with a 1:59.598. 

At the halfway point the order was 
roughly the same, but Busby had 
extended his lead to 12 seconds. 

That all but vanished less than 
three laps later. “I made an error 
going into turn one. I got a little 
sideways, then I hit a bump while I 
was braking. That lifted the rear end, 
and I went straight (going into the 
corner’s escape route). I made a quick 
loop and got back on course,” said 
Busby later. 

That cut his lead to five seconds at 
the three-quarters point over Labrosse. 
McDonald had passed Kiyota and 
Klinzmann to run in third. Hom- 
chick was also making his way up 
through the ranks after a bad start. 

Two riders crashed during the 
middle of the race. Both Michael 
Davidson and Karen White were taken 
to St. Mary’s Medical Center, along 
with Merkel. White was hospitalized . 
with a fractured femur, Davidson had 
a fractured ankle but was expected to 
be released, and Merkel refused 
treatment. 

Busby legged it out to finish 7.887 
seconds ahead of Labrosse. McDon- 
ald was 10 seconds back of Labrosse 
as he held off a tight pack consisting 
of Klinzmann, Kiyota and Homchick. 
Seventh went to Greene, and he was 
followed by Williams and Fred 
Winters. 

Second placer Labrosse said, “I 
wasn’t riding all that smoothly, but 
everything went pretty good. I had a 
few problems, but I think everybody 
hada few problems, It's a nice circuit, 
not as bumpy as I thought. I don’t 
think anybody out there liked the 
(bare concrete) walls. There should 
have been some haybales out there to 
make it safer.” Labrosse is sponsored 
by Nautilus exercise equipment and 
Montreal radio station CKOE. 

“T’m not used to racing over man- 
hole covers or going through inter- 
sections,” grinned McDonald, “but 
everything worked out OK. I started 
on the third row so there were a 
whole lot of people to pass and not a 
lot of time to do it in.” K&N, Lectron 
and Bell are the Oklahoma rider’s 
supporters, along with, we pre- 
sume, the race-involved McDonald 
family. e
